Rev. Mr. Washburn expects to leave his 
ministe rial charge here in season to preach 
his first sermon at Falmouth on the third 
Sunday in Oct., although possibly he may 
not be able to do so, He is to have the 
same salary at Falmouth that is paid him by 
the No. Woburn and Burlington chure shea, 
thatis to say, $1,200. There is a strong 
opposition in both parishes to his leaving 
his present charge, but matters between 
the two churches are getting to be some- 
what inharmonious and Mr, Washburn 
fears thatif he should stay he might become 
drawn into the controversy that is likely 
soon to arise over the question of a con- 
tinuance of the union, or the employment 
of one pastor for both churches, and so he 
proposes to leave when he stands fair and 
almost everyone of bis parishioners want 
him to remain. The friction between the 
Burlington and No. Woburn people does 
not grow any less a8 time passes, but on 
the other hand it seems to increase in in- 
tensity and the desire for separation is, 
Apparently, stronger now than ever. Mr. 
Washburn has the sagacity to see what ie 
coming and although the pressure is very 
strong to retain him, especially in Burling- 
ton, he thinks it will be better for all hands 
concerned for him to leave, which finally 
he has concluded to do, ‘The people of 
both parishes have become very much 
attached to Mr. Washburn and family 
during the two years that they have lived 
here and the regrets at their leaving for 
another fleld are many and sincere, Mr 
Washburn is not only an able preacher and 
faithful pastor but he is an energetic, push- 
ing, go-ahead gentleman of practical busi- 
ness ideas, the benefits of which are now 
being felt by his parishes, especially the 
town of Burlington whose fine and suc- 
cessful Cattle Show and Bair last year and 
this, and the Burlington Agricultural 
Soclety, owe their origin to the good 
common sense and persistent efforts of Mr, 
Washburn, He and bis family have made 
many warm friends in Woburn, burlington 
and neighboring towns by whom their leave- 
taking will be deeply regretted,

has little todo in taking eare of it. Be- 
sides this it furnishes its own ‘‘juices” 
in a large measure, so that the digestive 
apparatus is excused from much of the 
trouble.

Obituary. 


So fades a summer cloud away, ‘ 
So sinks the gale when storms are o'er, 
So qenily shuts the eye of day, 
So dies a wave along the shore. 

Aptly, indeed, do the words of the poetess 
describe the death of one of Woburn’s well 
known and popular young men, Daniel F. 
McKay, eon of Mr, and Mrs. Michael Me- 
Kay, who passed from this life after a short 
period of suffering from an abscess in his 
head, on the afternoon of Wednesday, 
October 1, at the age of seventeen years, 
one month and twenty-three days, 

There are few persons of any age or posi- 
tion in this city who enjoyed such a wide 
acquaintance as he did or who had such a 
large circle of friends; in fact, it has been 
said of him that he never had an enemy, 
and a higher compliment it would be diffi- 
cult to pay to a person who had passed even 
seventeen years of an active life in this 
jealous world, By hia death is lost not 
alone the material from which a good man 
might be formed but also that which con- 
tained the inherent qualities of a good busi- 
ness man and a good citizen, Kind, amia- 
ble, generous and frank, he possessed the 
attributes which would endear persons to 
him by an innate attractiveness; honest, 
upright, clear-headed and energetic, he was 
a master far in advance of his years of the 
traits which would have made an honorable 
and successful business man; and high- 
minded and just, he was endowed with the 
principles which could not but have con- 
tributed to a good citizen, in the truest 
sense of the word. 

His death was fully in keeping with his 
life, short though it was, and throughout 
his brief but painful illness, no murmur of 
the terrible suffering which he was enduring 
ever passed his lips, preferring to heroically 
endure in silence the tortures which he suf- 
fered rather than inflict upon others by 
complainings unnecessary pain which it 
was out of their power toalleviate. ‘Dan- 
nie,” as he was familiarly called, has de- 
parted, but his memory can never fade from 
the minds of those who knew him. Not 
withstanding that his was a constitution 
never too rugged, his first serious illness 
occurred last winter when the trouble which 
caused his death originated, and although 
he Iny for days at the point of death he 
eventually recovered, thanks to effective 
medical and home treatment, and during 
the spring and summer has been constantly 
at work, apparently in the best of health, 

On the Sunday preceding his death the 
old trouble returned and despite the most 
assiduous attention to it he rapidly failed. 
Monday and Tuesday passed accompanied 
by a decline which was evident; en Wednes- 
day it was apparent that the end was near. 
During the afternoon he called for those 
dearest to him, ‘Mother’ and ‘Maggie,” 
and as the last rays of the setting sun 
slanted in through the windows bidding the 
earth a warm good night, he gazed slowly 
at the family at his bedside, closed his eyes 
and dropped asleep as quietly as a drowsy 
babe in its mother’s arms—the spirit had 
departed. A smile was upon his lips and 
his appearance was so natural that it at first 
seemed as if such could not be death. It 
wasa reality however. ‘Che body was there 
but the soul had winged its way to the 
Master who had given itlife. Such adeath 
after such a life iy to be envied rather than 
dreaded and contains more geuuine food 
for reflection than a world of sermons. 

On last Friday the funeral took place 
from his home on Chestnut street. The 
body was first taken to St. Charles church 
where a high mass of requiem was sung by 
Rev. Father Slattery. The music was 
beautiful and appropriate, Miss Anna L. 
Murphy, the organist of the church, pre- 
siding in her regular place at that instra- 
ment and being assisted in the vocal rendi- 
tion of the Mass by Mr. James MeDonald 
of Woburn, Misses Mary and 
McKay of Stoneham, cousins of the 
ceased, sang very effectively ‘*No Cross, 
No Crown,” and Miss Lizzie Shinkwin of 
this city touchingly rendered ‘*Nearer My 
God To Thee.” The pall bearers were 
three of his cousins P, Henry and M. Joseph 
Mathews and Daniel McKay, and Thomas 
H. Dolan, Jolin Mahoney and Jeremiah 
Carey of the St. Charles C. T. A. Society, 
of which the deceased was a prominent 
member. ‘The floral emblems were beauti- 
ful. A magnificent pillow inscribed ‘*Dan- 
nie” was contributed by the family, a 
beautiful bouquet came from his aunt Mrs. 
James Mathews, and a bunch of seventeen 
white rosebuds, (one for each year of his 
life) was the giftof Mrs. Bennie Mathews. 
Other friends also contributed several 
beautiful pieces. The interment was inthe 
family lot at Calvary Cemetery. 

Ilis loss is a severe blow to his family 
and friends but it was God’s will, to which 
we should bow on all occasions. It must 
be a consolation to them to know that with} 
the departure of the spirit which relieved 
the pain-racked body from its load of suffer- 
ing, the soul, in accordance with God's 
promise to those who follow his injunctions | 
on earth, has left its earthly habitation for a | 
grander home in that bright land, the hope 
of every Christian:

The Benefit of Newspaper Training. 

I believe I have done everything 
which an editor or publisher ever has 
todo, from directing wrappers up to 
writing the biography of a president 
within an hour after his death. This 
means, if the training be continued 
through many years of life, and if one 
be under a good chief, that one gains, 
of necessity, the ready use at least of 
his own language, We newspaper men 
may write English very ill, but we write 
t easily and quickly. So that to us, 
who have been in this business, there 
is something amazing to hear a clergy- 
man say that he occupied a week in 
composing a sermon, which was, at the 
outside, 8,500 words in length. One 
can understand absolute inability to 
do it at all, but no newspaper man 
understands how a man who can do 
it can spend thirty-six hours in doing it. 

If you have to send “‘copy” up stairs, 
hour after hour, with a boy taking the 
slips from you, one by one, as they are 
written, and you know that you are 
never to see what you write until you 
read it the next day in the paper, your 
copy will be punctuated carefully, writ- 
ten carefully, and it will be easily read. 
That is one thing. Another thing goes 
with it. You will form the habit of 
determining what you mean to say be- 
fore you say it, how far you want to 
go, and where you want to stop. And 
this will bring you to a valuable habit 
of life—to stand by what has been de- 
cided. Napoleon gave the same advice 
when he said, “If you set out to take 
Vienna, take Vienna.” 

For these reasons I am apt to recom- 
mend young men to write for the press 
early in life, being well aware that the 
habit of doing this has been of use to 
me. —Edward Everett Hale in Forum 


Statistics of Tornadoes, 

The tornado, with hardly an excep- 
tion, occurs in the afternoon, just after 
the hottest part of the day. The time 
of greatest frequency is from 8:30 to 5 
o'clock, The tornado season includes 
March, April, May, June, July, August 
and September, but storms of this nat- 
ure may occur in any part of the year. 
The months of greatest frequency, as 
determined from a record of 208 years, 
are April, May, June and July. The 
single month of greatest frequency is 
May, April following next in order. 
The state in which the greatest num- 
ber of tornadoes has occurred is Mis- 
souri, followed next in order by Kansas 
and Georgia. 

A record of more than 500 tornadoes 
and “windfalls” (i. e., paths of torna- 
does through forests) in Wisconsin con- 
siderably exceeds the number from any 


other state, but little weight can be 
given this comparison owing to the 


want of thorough investigation of the 
subject of windfalls in other states. 
From a careful investigation of the 
origin of tornadoes and their geograph- 
ical distribution there is every reason 
to believe that these storms were as fre- 
quentand violent 200 years ago as now. 
| Moreover, there appears to be no cause 
for any unusual change in the annual 
frequency of tornadoes for a like period 
to come.—Lieut. John P. Finley in 
Forum,

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x BACHELOR MANSFIELD. 
There Is a Capital Reason Why the 
Actor Never Has Been Married, 


There are few among the admirers of 
Richard Mansfleld who have not won 
dered at the persistence with which he 
holds to bachelorhood, 

Mr. Mansfield is the victim of an ex- 
traordinary and unfortunate will—ex- 
traordinary because he is left as sole 
heir to a considerable estate, and un- 
fortunate because he cannot touch a 
penny of all his inheritance until he 
has found a wife to share his fortune. 

Some six years ago, before the pres- 
“Beau Brummel” was as well 
he is now, and when the au- 
thor of that suecessful play was a 
freshinaa at Amberst, the mother of 
Richard Mansfield died. She had been 
a famous opera singer in her day, and 
not being careless of the money her 
voice had earned for her, had amassed 
a small fortune. Richard Mansfield 
was her only child, and to him fell the 
whole of her property, which consisted 
principally of valuable real estate. But 
the will which announced this disposi- 
tion of the property was a curious doe- 
ument. ‘The late Attorney General 
Train was one of its executors, It gave 
all, ‘“‘personal and real,” to the son 
plainly enough, but the conditions and 
restrictions which it exacted were hard- 
ly what one would expect to find in 
the will of an opera singer. 

The conditions were that the heir 
should not marry within five years 
from the date of the filing of the will, 
and that after that period the property 
should not come into his hands until 
he was married. 

Here was a state of affairs for an 
actor—neither property nor wife for 
five years, and then no property with- 
out a wife. 

In the summer of 1889 Richard Mans- 
field went abroad. It was rumored 
mnong his friends and even hinted at 
in the papers that he was to marry an 
English lady of some distinction, but 
the winter came and brought Richard 
Mansfield back to New York still at- 
tended only by his valet, and those 
who were authority for the report won- 
dered .how they could have been so 
mistaken. Such stories were no novy- 
elty to Mr. Mansfield. He never men- 
tioned his mother’s will. 

Tu one of the acts of ‘Beau Brum- 
mel” Mansfield is asked, in regard to 
his intended marriage, what surety he 
will have against the failure of his suit, 
to which he replies, with an air of su- 
preme self satisfaction, ‘‘And am I not 
surety enough?”

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KNICKKNAGKS IN CARPENTRY. 


Disappearance of the Odd Ways of Mak- 
ing an Extra Penny. 

“You must have noticed many 
changes in your line of business since 
you learned the trade?” was asked of a 
carpenter by a reporter, 

“Yes, more than I could begin to 
recollect, There was a time when a 
inan could make a snug penny work- 
ing overtime and making bootjacks at 
a quarter apiece, You hardly hear tell 
of them now, and what there are are 
patent affairs. ‘The wood jack was 
good to settle cat fights, and that help- 
ed business. 

“Another specialty I used to have 
was the making of mincemeat chop- 


ping blocks. Women folks in those 
days couldn't buy their minecemeat 
ready made, They had to make it, 


and the chopping was a great event it 
the family. The block was of hard 
wood, about two inches thick, with a 
border on three sides, leaving it open 
in front. 

“Another household article that 
threw many a dollar in my path was 
the quilting frame. The quilting party 
was a joyful time, and it meant a great 
gathering of young and old folks, The 
quilting frame, when stretched for 
work, has to be of such size that it oe- 
cupies most of the room, ‘Then, when 
the wadding was enclosed between the 
two layers of iuslin, a chalk line 
would be snapped aeross the top sur- 
face to mark where the stitches should 
be made. It has been many a long 
year since I have had an order fora 
quilting franie. 

“Boys’ stilts were another little item 
that used to pay. I would knock a 
pair together in ten minutes, and I’ve 
the time when I'd sell a dozen 
pairs a day. Boys nowadays don't 
seem to run to stilts, I suppose bicy- 
cles have taken their place. When you 
come to think of it, a bicycle is nothing 
more than a pair of stilts bent into a 
circle. The fault I find with the bicy- 
cle is that it only develops the legs. 
Now the perfect bicycle should develop 
the whole body. How could it be man- 
aged? Wasily. Let the hands and 
arms be used for propulsion alternate- 
ly with the feet. Use the whole body, 
as in swimming or rowing. You would 
gain increased speed, too. 

“You remember the tally sticks the 
bakers used to use to keep account of 
the number of loaves of bread they 
left you?

Fly fishing at night to those who are 
not used to itis a peculiar and rather 
uncanny experience.

It is better 
to use only one fly and a short, stout 
leader, ‘The large trout feed entirely 
at night during the hot weather, and 
after one gets used to the strange sur- 
roundings it is very charming sport, 
for the sinall fish do not trouble the tly 
then, and the big ones take hold sharp 
and with a loud splash.

Richardson the 
From the following account taken 


from Evelyn’s Diary, where it appears 
under date of ‘10 mo, 8th, 1672,” it 
seems that fire eating freaks are not 
modern innovations: ‘‘I took leave of 
my Lady Sunderland, who was going 
to Paris to my lord, now ambassador 
there, She made me stay to dinner at 
Leicester house, and afterward sent 
for Richardson, the famous fire eater, 
Before us he devoured brimstone on 
glowing coals, chewing and swallowing 
them. He melted a beere glasse and 
ate it quite up; then, taking a live coal 
on his tongue, he put on it a raw oy- 
ster; the coal was blown with hand 
bellows until it flamed and sparkled in 
his mouthe, and so remained until the 
oyster was done, ‘Then he melted 
pitch with sulphur and drank it while 
it flamed. I saw it flaming in his 
mouth,”

HANDLING FARM TRUCK 


Cossant Changes In the Methods of Sue- 
coastal Parmers, 

“In the handling of farm truck,” 
said a dealer, “changes go on with the 
demands of the times, as in all other 
branches of business, The packing 
houses of Maryland employ an army of 
workers in the busy season—Jjust how 
many Ido not know, but considerably 
over 10,000, Then the truckers them- 
selves, the pickers or gatherers, the ex- 
tra hands to convey the truck to the 
Wharves, the extra men employed on 
stewmboats and railroads, the sorters, 
trimmers and packers, the commission 
merchants, the sellers, the buyers or 
‘order men,’ the wayoners and their 
helpers, and the tally keepers will make 
fully 10,000 or 12,000 more persons who 
are given employment by the truck 
business in its season. 

“Within a year or so a great change 
has been made in the manner of ship 
ping fruits and vegetables, particularly 
that class whieh does not bear a great 
deal of handling. ‘Time was when the 
old flour barrel, with ligles cut in its 
sides by means of a hatchet, and the 
oblong tomato box, with its two com- 
partments, reigned supreme. Both of 
these have now abdicated in favor of 
the splint basket, and though the old 
style of is still frequently 
seen, its reign is over, 

The box, holding about seven-cighths 
of a bushel, was largely used in ship- 
ping peaches, tomatoes, peas, pears 
and fruits and vegetables of that class, 
The growers, however, found that the 
half bushel basket presented a 
much more attractive appearance, be 
sides whieh the fruit could be examined 
with such readiness that the basket of 
fruit brought just as much as the box, 
though it contained nearly a peck less. 

“Like wise men the growers adopted 
the half bushel basket for shipping their 
fruit and tomatoes. Half barrel and 
barrel baskets of the same order have 
largely replaced barrels and erates for 
the shipping of peas, beans, kale, spin- 
apples, ete. They are cheaper 
than new barrels, though they cannot 
well compete with old ones, ‘The 
splint baskets are also made for ship- 
ping bananas, being made in size to 
hold one, two and three bunches of the 
fruit. ‘Their great point of superiority 
is lightness and strength rather than 
cheapness. A basket that will hold a 
barrel of apples will weigh just about 
half as much as an old flour barrel, and 
in shipping produce long distances they 
save a good deal in freight charges. 

“A strawboard half bushel basket is 
also used, but this produce, men say, is 
not very satisfactory, particularly if the 
weather happens to be damp. ‘The 
splint baskets are made in Baltimore, 
A poplar or gum log which has been 
thoroughly steamed, and which is as 
long as the basket is high, is put intoa 
machine which clamps it tightly, lathe 
fashion, at each end. ‘This revolves, 
and a long knife is pressed against the 
log, cutting off a shaving or veneer 
about one-sixteenth of an inch thick, 
As the shaving comes off it passes into 
a clipping apparatus, which cuts the 
shaving into strips. This and the saw- 
ing out the round bottoms of the bas- 
| kets are the principal parts of the work 
done by machinery. Putting them to- 
| gether is largely done by hand.”—Bal- 
timore Sun.

“ Funeral of Edward J. Houghton. 

Two weeks ago the JouRNAL was re- 
quested by Mr. Richard Houghton of 
Boston to inform the public that the funeral 
of his brother Edward J. Houghton would 
tuke place at the Hall of the Kearsarge 
Naval Veterans in Boston on Oct. 19, which 
request was cheerfully complied with. 

Edward J, Houghton of the U. S. Navy 
died in 1865 and was buried in the Naval 
Cemetery at Norfolk, Va., where his re- 
mains have rested until his brother, Inspec- 
tor Andrew Houghton of Boston, succeeded 
“ short time since in getting permission to 
remove them to Edward's old home in Boe- 
ton. Last Sunday they were consigned to 
their last resting place in Holywood ceme- 
tery being conveyed there by a large con- 
course of people comprising the Kearsarge 
Association of Naval Veterans of Bosion; 
15 members of Co. K, of Woburn; mem- 
bers of other Companies of the old 89th M. 
V. QR. of which K was one; and many vet- 
erans and citizens of Boston and vicinity 
who knew the history of the destruction of 
ths Rebel Ram Albemarle by a party of 13 
naval heroes of whom only Lieut. Cushing 
and Houghton lived to get back to the Un- 
ion fleet to which they belonged. 

The funeral services were held in the 
Church of the Immaculate Conception in 
Boston, and consisted of an eloquent eulogy 
on the hero Houghton by Rev. Fr. Doonan, 
S. J., organ voluntaries, solos and choruses 
by eminent singers, and other exercises. 
Although a fearful storm raged there was a 
large attendance und a long procession fol- 
lowed the bier to the grave. 

The remains arrived in Boston from Nor- 
folk on Saturday and lay in State at the 
Naval Veterans Hall until the close of the 
funeral. The floral tributes were numerous, 
rich and beautiful. That presented by the 
Woburn members of Co, K represented the 
badge of the Army Corps to which the 39th 
belonged. It was made of white carnations 
and blue immortelles on a base of dark, 
rich ivy leaves and was one of Mr. dward 
McGregor’s finest pieces of floral work, un- 
surpassed by the numerous pieces contribu- 
ted. 

E.lward J. Houghton enlisted in Co. K, 
39th M. V. Regt. at Woburn, and was sub- 
sequently transferred to the Navy in which 
arm of the service he was distinguished for 
bravery and fidelity to duty. The Rebel 
Ram Albemarle had just been completed 
and lay atPlymouthou Roanoke river ready 
to pounce on the Union fleet lying outside, 
when the brave Lieut. Cushing volun- 
teered to destroy her if he could get men 
to embark on the hazardous scheme with 
him, Thirteen fearless marines stepped 
forward and offered to go with him and 
among them was Houghton. All know the 
history of the heroic enterprise. ‘The 
Rebel Ram was blown up, but at the cost of 
the life of every man of the expedition ex- 
cept Lieut, Cushing and Houghton, who 
alone got back to the fleet. 

For their gallant conduct in blowing up 
the Albemarle Congress awarded medals to 
Lieut. Cushing and Marine Houghton, It 
was the most brilliant, daring and important 
exploit of the whole war, 

The members of Co. K, 89th who attend- 
ed the funeral of Houghton last Sunday 
were Capt, Luke Rt. ‘Vidd, who commanded 
the Company; Jolin Gilereast, Abijah 
‘Thompson, Geo, I. Fowle, Loren Searles. 
Albert P. Barrett, Chas. K. Conn, A. D 
Carpenter, C. Hl. Johnson, W. H, LeBar- 
ron, I. Morton Parker, ‘The members of 
the Co. from other places were Oscar Per- 
sons of Hudson; W. P. Brown of Cam- 
bridge; G. W. Linseottof Boston; William 
McDevitt of Boston. Col. Chas, H. Porter, 
Mayor of Quincey, represented the 89th 
Regt.

Ontrvary. ‘The death of Mn. Hanntson Pan- 
KER, Which occurred at his home here on Oct, 4, 
1800, not only removes a venerable landmark from 
this community but creates a vacaney in social 
circles that never will be filled again. Mr. Parker 
was closely verging on four score years of age 
(although none would have taken him for a map 
who bad lived three score years and ten—the al 
lotted space of man’s existance here below—with 
almost another ten added) and for 15 years bad been 
eogaged in no active business, having retired in 
1875, Still, his was a fumiliay face and formin Win 
chester where he had lived in peace and plenty 
nearly sixty years and where he was known only to 
onjoy the conftdence and respect ofevery body and to 
be deeply mourned when tuken away to return no 
more. The following fromthe Star gives a brief} 
outline of Mr. Parker's life, and it is therefore 
appropriated in licu of an original sketch from this 
pen. 

By his death the community has lot one more of | 
the rapidly disappearing business landmarks of half | 
acentury ago. Born in Reading and left an orphan 
at two years of age, he spe he early part of his 
life in the fumily of an unele, and learned the trade 
of cabinet maker, 

In 1882, before he had reached his majority and | 
against the advice of his more conservative friends, | 
he leased a waterpower in Woburn and commenced | 
the manufacture of yencers, His courage and 
energy were rewarded with success, and few years 
later he purchased mill property in the centre of | 
Winchester where he continued inthe above busi 
heas for twenty-four years. 

In 1564 he leased @ store in Boston for the sale of 
the will product, and started the firm of Parker & 
Sleeper, which with various changes in the partner. 
ship still continues under the name of Palmer & 
Parker. 

In 1860, B. F. Sturtevant of Boston advanced the 
idea of sunving veneers instead of sawlug them, 
Perceiving at once the value of the luvention, Mr. 
Parker bought the necessary rights and built the 
first nuchine of the kind which revolutionized the 
veneer-cutting industry, 

In 1875 he retired trom active business 
sided quictly in Winchester untilhisdeath. Le was 
an upright citizen anda good neighbor, Pre-emi 
nently a quiet man, bis voice was rarely heard in 
public controversy, but his influence was always for 
right and justice, and none were ever in doubt as to 
which side of any moral question he would espouse, 
In his family life the finer traits and tender sympa 
thies of the manu unfolded themselves and endeared 
him to all the household. Mospitality was a part of 
his creed, and in the most simple and unaffected 
way he made all came within hiss walls feel most 
literally “at home.” 

Many of the oldercitizens of Woburn who remem 
ber him will learn with regret of his departure. He 
leaves a wife, the eldest daughter of the late Josiah 
Richardson of Woburn, and an adopted daughter, 
Mrs. Irving 8. Palmer. 


Mr. Harrison Parker, one of the 
pioneers in the mahogany business in 
Boston, died at his home in this town 
on Friday, Oct, 8, at the age of 78. 
He was formerly a cabinet maker, and 
while engaged in his trade invented 
the first veneer cutting machine, He 
then established the house of H, 
Parker & Co., now Palmer, Parker 
& Co., mahogany manufacturers, A 
widow and an adopted daughter sur- 
vive him. Mr, Parker was counted 
one of the most estimable citizens of 
Winchester, and was a gentleman 
universally respected for his many 
virtues of head and heart, Tle had

oO. “And He came out and went as He 
was wont to the Mount of Olives; and His 
disciples also followed Him."’ After the 
last lesson we must listen to Tis most 
gracious words as recorded in John xiv, 
xV, Xvi, then we hear them sing a hymn, 
and then bow our heads and hearts in 
deepest adoration as we hear Him pray as 
never man prayed before (John xvii), He 
prayed so earnestly for them, and for us 
who believe on Ilim through their word, 
and again as He thinks of Tis finished 
work the glory fills His vision, and He 
asks that for us, too. Then they follow 
Him, no doubt silent and wondering, hav- 
ing heard such strange things about an- 
other to take Tis place as their comforter, 
teacher, friend, He had often gone to this 
mount before in the evening (chap. xxi, 
87; John viii, 1), but perhaps never so late 
as this; and now it was the last time, and 
He was more alone than ever as far as 
human sympathy went, His disciples fol- 
low, but they do not understand, 

10. “And when He was at the place He 
said unto them, Pray that ye enter not into 
temptation.’ They had all joined Peter in 
saying that they would never deny Him 
(Mark xiv, 31), and now they are about to 
have a little test of how far they can go 
with Him and how much they can bear for 
Him, According to Mark, He left the 
eleven (perhaps just inside the garden), 
and took Peter, James and John, and be- 
gan to be sore amazed and very heavy, say- 
ing, ‘‘My soul is exceeding sorrowful unto 
death.” As Ile enters into the deepening 
shadows of the cross only these three are 
privileged to come near, 

41, “And He was withdrawn from them 
about a stone's cast and kneeled down and 
prayed.”’ The shadows still deepen, and 
these, too, must be left, 

42. “Saying, Mather, if thou be willing 
remove this cup from Me; nevertheless, 
not My will bat Thine be done.” He can 
not mean the cross and His beifig made a 
curse thereon, for to that He steadily and 
unflinchingly journeyed; but this is an- 
other cup, asore conflict with the enemy 
of which we can understand but little. Let 
me state it as Lsee it and then prove it, In 
His great atonement which He came to ac- 
complish Ile was to be made a curse by be- 
ing hung upon a tree (Gal. iii, 13). His 
hands and fect were to be pierced (Ps. xxii, 
16); yet nota bone was to be broken (Ex, 
xii, 46), Thus His death by crucifixion was 
plainly foretold and must be fulfilled. Now 
if Sutan could manage to kill Him in this 
Gethsemane conflict, then the work that 
Ile came to do would be undone. This 
seems to have been the aim of the adver- 
sary. Andif the Father should so will it, 
Jesus would submit, 

43. And there appeared an angel unto 
Him from heaven strengthening Him,” 
One of those blessed ones so ready to wait 
upon Him and upon all who are His; who 
announced and heralded His birth, and 
who waited upon Him at His resurrection, 
and spoke to Mary and the other women 
so kindly 

44. “And being in an agony He prayed 
more carnestly; and His sweat was, as it 
were, great drops of blood falling down to 
the ground.” Being strengthened He con- 
tinues the conflict and is vietor; but whocan 
tell the agony which caused this sweat like 
drops of blood? 

45, “And when He rose up from prayer 


and was come to His disciples He found 
them vias for sorrow.”’ 
46, nd said unto them, Why sleep ye? 


Rise and pray lest ye euter into tempta- 
tion.” It wasa poor fulfillment of their 
readiness to die with Him; but as He said, 
“While their spirit was willing their flesh 
was weak,” and He pitied them. 

47, “And while He yet spake, behold a 
multitude, and he that was called Judas, 
one of the twelve, went before them, and 
drew near unto Jesus to kiss Him.” He 
has been contending with the adversary in 
person, and now He is about to meet him 
in one of Lis professed disciples, who while 
professing: friendship has murder in his 
heart, Prom the supper Judas went out, 
Satan having entered into him (John xiii, 
27). And having received from the chief 
priests a band of officers and men, they 
came with lanterns and torches and wea- 
pons to arrest Jesus (John xviii, 8). From 
being trensurer of the twelve, and out 
wardly a disciple of Christ, he has now 
come out in his true colors as an adversary, 
adevil, While of the number of the twelve 
he had never been a truly chosen one (John 
xiii, 18 

48. “But Jesus said unto him, Judas, be- 
trayest thou the Son of Man with a kiss?” 
Mark says that Judas said, ‘Master, mas- 
ter,” and Kissed him 

40, “When they which were about Tim 
What would follow, they unto 
Him, Lord, shall we smite witn the sword?” 
Had He not spoken of sword and advised 
their obtaining them? This, then, was 
surely the time to use them, But ah! they 
Knew Him not, they understood Him not, 
they had not much of His spirit; while we 
may lawfully defend, we must not attack, 

50, “Andone of them smote the servant 
of the high priest and cut off his right ear,’ 
The servant’s name was Malehus, and it 
was Simon Peter who blundered (John 
xviii, 10). Had Peter been watching and 
praying instead of sleeping he had not 
acted thus rashlyand unbidden, 

51, “And Jesus answered and said, Suffer 
ye thus far, and He touched his ear and 
healed him.’ Suffer ye thus far is not as 
if He said to Peter, You have gone far 
enough, be content, for Peter had gone too 
far and Jesus gently rebukes him, and also 
adds, “Thinkest thou that I cannot now 
pray to My lather, and He shall presently 
give me more than twelve legions of an 
gels?” (Matt. xxvi, 51-53). But He says to 
those who would apprehend Him, who 
were probably making noise enough about 
Peter's act, und ready to kill Peter, Bear 
with this, suffer this much, for I will rem 
edy it,” and at the same time He restores 
the man’s ear, THis last act of healing is 
upon an enemy who has sulfered at the 
hands of one of His disciples

Had He been some robber chie® they could 
hardly have made greater preparation to 
take Him, But when we consider that He 
was the Prince of Peace, the meek and 
lowly Jesus, harmless as a dove, how 
strange it all seemed!

Man's Small Toe, 

The small toe in man has recently 
been made a subject of study by Herr 
Pfitzner, It is well known that thumbs 
and great toes are two jointed, 
and the other fingers and toes 
generally three jointed. In many 
human skeletons, however, the small 
toe is found to be two jointed, the 
middle and end phalanges being fused 
into one piece, though still distinguish- 
able. ‘This variety oceurs in about 36 
per cent. of cases, and as a rule in 
both toes simultaneously; and there 
are more instances among women (41.5 
per cent.) than among men (81.0 per 
cent.). One naturally thinks here of 
shoe pressure causing union of two 
bones originally separate. 

But it appears that in children, from 
birth to the seventh year, the fusion 
occurs about as often as in adults, 
Further, the material of examination 
was not from a class of people who 
wear tight shoes, Herr Ptitzner con- 
cludes that the small toe in man is in 
course of degeneration (Ruekbildung), 
and that without apparent adaptation 
to external mechanical influences. Pro- 
cesses of reduction are also observed in 
the connected muscular system. The 
question arises, has the tendency 
reached its limit, or have we merely 
the first act of a total degeneration of 
the fifth toe? 

The author inclines to the latter view, 
but desires an extension of these re- 
searches among peoples who do not 
wear shoes or sandals, or have only of 
late begun to wear them. In living 
persons it is not difficult to determine, 


by stretching and bending, whether the | 
} may 


sinall toe is two or three jointed; and 
in this way adequate data might be had 
for determining any percentage differ- 
ences in occurrence of the old and the 
different races; also, for 
investigating the inheritance of acquired 
characters, members of several succes- 
sive generations being examined.— 
Wumboldt.

THE PREMATURE BURIAL HUMBUG, 


Medisal Men Do Not Know of a Single 
Authenticated Case, 

The subject of premature burial has 
been of late revived in this country by 
the appearance of sensational para- 
graphs in the daily press, Not long 
ayro the publie were horrified by a story 
from Leeds of a gravedigger having 
heard sounds proceeding from a coffin 
recently buried, It required a coroner's 
inquest and the evidence of Mr, Seat- 
tergood, the lecturer on forensic medi- 
cine, to reassure the public that the 
rumor was false, the deceased woman 
having died a perfectly natural death, 
while, although its cause was typhoid 
fever, the burial had been by no means 
hastened, and it was clear that death 
had occurred at tho time stated by 
those around her, 

More recently there was a sensational 
story from Southampton of a clergy- 
man who stopped the interment of a 
friend, whose funeral he had come 
from a distance to attend, on the 
grounds that he saw some sign of life, 
which proved to be simply his own fin- 
agination, So far as this country is 
concerned there has not been a single 
authenticated case recorded of prema- 


ture burial, though there have un- 
doubtedly been cases where persons 


have revived after apparent death, and 
many alleged cases of premature burial 
in addition to those previously alluded 
to, But all these have the appearance 
of sensational stories manufactured for 
the “penny dreadfuls” and those news- 
papers which thrive on sensation, 

Even on the Contiyent, in America 
and in other countries, where in conse- 
quence of the intense heat burial must 
take place within twenty-four hours 
after death, the authenticity of the 
stories of alleged premature burial has 
never been proved, and it may be safe- 
ly asserted that one genuine case would 
have led toan alteration in the law 
and the postponement of burial until 
after a longer period. 

In England, on the contrary, there 
is less reason to complain of too speedy 
burial as of too prolonged an interval 
between death and burial. Mr. Sey- 
mour Haden’s suggestion of burlal with- 
in thirty-six hours was not favorably 
received, and is, indeed, for this coun- 
try too short an interval. A universally 
exact interval cannot be laid down; it 
vary according to the time of 
year, the weather and other cirecuim- 
stances. In these days of cheap disin- 
fectants a body can be kept without 
prejudice to the living for four or five 
days after death, which interval is long 
enough to satisfy the wishes of the most 
timid. There is a circumstance well 
known to the profession which, if it 
were better known to the public, would 
go far to reassure those whose minds 
haye been disturbed by these 
sensational paragraphs. 

Every day bodies apparently lifeless 
are received at metropolitan and _pro- 
vincial hospitals, having been found in 
every variety of posture, clothed, half 
clothed or naked, and under varying

Our Secretary of Legation Says They Are 
Democratic and Dignified, 


Henry White, secretary to the 
American legation in) England, is vis 
iting his relatives and friends, Mr, 
White bas been secretary to foreign 
legations since 1883, having been tirst 
appointed to the court of Vienna, He 
remained there but a short tine, as the 
climate did not agree with the health of 
his wife, and at his request he was 
transferred to the eourt of St. James in 
1881, and has been there continuously 
since that time. 

Mr. White is a pleasant and interest- 
ing talker, As the charge d'affaires of 
the legation it: is his duty to present to 
the court all Atmericans who desire the 
privilege, No discrimination, he says, 
istuade in ceremony. All Americans 
who wish to attend a presentation can 
have their wish gratified, provided they 
are au fait morally. They make their 
desire Known at the legation and their 
munes are sent to the lord chamberlain 
by the charge (iaires, and the names 
are placed among those who are to be 
received at the next presentation, ‘The 
queen is ore generous to men than to 
women, ‘Phe former have eight oppor- 
tunities during the season of attending a 
as the reception for gentlemen 
is called, while for the girls and yearn:

The sea urchin getsits name from the 
spines which cover its shell. The true 
name, echinus, meaning a hedgehog, 
has been corrupted into urehin, with 
plain Injustice to sinall lads, These 
curlous shellfish have acquired strange 
habits on the coast of France. They 
are found at home in cavities of the 
rock on the shore. The diameter of the 
cavity is often greater than that of the 
entrance, and the creature is so large 
that he could not leave his cell even if 
he very much wanted to do so, It 
said that thousands of these may be 
seen thus domiciled in the granite rock. 

It is not doubted that the creatures 
make these holes for themselves, but 
how they do this is a question not yet 
satisfactorily answered. It has been 
suggested that the rock has been some 
how acted upon chemically, but this 
theory has to be given up when the na- 
ture of the rock is considered, and the 
fact that no acid has been proved to 
exist In the animal, 

The matter has been studied lately 
by a French naturalist, who refers the 
excavation to mechanical means, His 
explanation is that the creature “prob 
ably bites the rock, the sucker feet are 
also attached and a rotary motion is 
imparted to the body, the prickly points 
gradually wearing down the surface.’ 
This work would certainly occupy the 
animal a good part of his lifetime, and 
the wonder is that no observer has yet 
seen the excavation going on,

WOBURN'S FIRST LAWYER. 

The preparation by Mr. William R. 
Cutter, Librarian of the Publie Library 
ip this city, of matter to fill the space 
allotted to Woburn in the new History | 
of Middlesex County (Mass.) now 
nearly ready for publication, has lately 
given something of an impulse to local 
historical research which has resulted 
in bringing many things to light which 
before were wholly or partially hidden 
away from public yiew. Diligence in 
delving for them has been rewarded by 
obtaining many facts in the history of 
Woburn not before generally known, 
and they will be presented by Mr, Cut- 
ter in the important work above men- 
tioned, 

While engaged in collecting such 
material the legal profession came un- 
der review aud naturally an effort was 
made to find out, if possible, the name 
of the first person who practiced Jaw 
in this venerable town. Research 
among old records, histories, biogra- 
phies, ete., ete., established the fact 
beyond controversy that Joservu Banyr- 
tere was Woburn’s First Lawyer, and 
to him must be accorded the honor 
being the pioneer in the profession and 
the first **Counsellor and Attorney at 
Law” to hang out his ‘shingle’ in this 
town. 

Josernu BAnrLerr was a cosmopoli- 
tan of the first water, with a strong 
leaning towards Boston for a permanent 
home. He lived a good deal in Lon- 
don, Kngland, where his career in 
ciety and at the clubs was characterized 
by a Bohemianisin and not unfrequently 
a recklessness, which had a very deplet- 
ing effect on his revenues and some-

BarrLert’s was a unique character, 
but he was a loyal American, which ip 
those days covered a multitude of sins. 

We believe the people of Woburn, 
especially the legal fraternity of the 
city, will appreciate the following out- 
line of the career of Woburn’s First 
Lawyer which the kindness of Libra- 
rian Cutter enables us to give in the 
columns of the JourNAL this week. 
The pen-sketch is interesting and, in 
our judgment, worthy of being pre- 
served for future use. ‘The first con- 
tribution is by Librarian Cutter, whieh 
is AU leiaen by a chapter from the 
History of York County, Maine, to 
which is appended a short account by 
the Editor of the Journat of the book 
above referred to by Mr. Cutter. 

The precise date of Barriert’s settle- 
ment in Woburn is not definitely known, 
but he was called Captain in the records 
of this town from 1789 to 1796, which 
will give some idea concerning it. His 
residence and oflice were at Central 
Square, at that period the business 
centre of the town, where the latter

Joseph Bartlett, the first lawyer by 
in Woburn, pub- 
lished one or more specimens of his 
literary skill. One entitled ‘*Apho- 
risms on man, manners, principles and 
(Portsmouth, 1810) is found 
in the Woburn Public Library. ‘The 
author himself ‘counsellor at 
law,” and the book was printed at the 
‘Oracle office” in Portsmouth, where 
he then apparently resided. It was 
printed ‘for the author’ who dedicated 
itto his ‘‘enemies.’’ ‘These persons 
are assumed to be the rich, who had 
‘persecuted him’ from city to city, he 
says. Ile asks to be distinguished by 
their *Shatred ;” hoping that his book 
will be brought to **more general no- 
tice,” from measures that **will injure 
and vilify” the author, How much 
ithe sule was affected by such aid we do 
not know. ‘The author claimed origin- 
) ality for the aphorisms presented ip his 
work: they contained his *tobserva- 
tions and reflections for years.” He 
was **too proud to copy,” aud his con- 
fidence in himself was too great ‘to 
ask aid from others.” It was, too, his 
‘*first essay’ in publication. He had 
also a desire, it would appear, to ad- 
vance American literature ; for he says 
“that ina country so young as ours,’ 
no measure should be used ‘that will 
paralyze exertion, or deaden a laudable 
ambition for literary fame.”’ He also 
published a volume of **poems.” = Allie 
bone mentions an edition of the latter, 
published at Boston in 1823, and dedi- 
cated to John Quincey Adams.  Ap- 
pended to this collection were the

“Aphorisms on men, manners,” ete., 
already mentioned.  Allibone also says 
that the author delivered in 1799, 4 
poem on Pysiognomy before the Phi 
Beta Kappa Society of Harvard Uni- 
versity. His name is not found in the 
volume entitled **Poets of Portsmouth” 
(Boston 1865); but imagine his 
writings were not pecuniarily helpful to 
their author. 

George A. Hobbs, Woburn, has 
an copy of the **Aphorisms” (Bost. 
1823), with dedication to J. Q. Adams, 
which copy contains also ‘*Physiogno- 
ny: apoem” (16 pp.) ; also an essny, 
entitled, ‘Phe Blessings of Poverty” 
(16 pp.) —C. 

Mr, Cutter adds the following -— 

Joseph Bartlett: probably settled in 
Woburn about August, 1788. By the 
first of January, 1789, he lad fairly 
established himself as a resident. On 
August 25, 1790, his house was 
‘raised; but by June 20, 1797, he 
had removed from Woburn to Cam- 
bridge. His house in Woburn was 
known by the name of the ‘Black 
House,” from its color, and was called 
by that name as long as it’stood, which 
was after the year 1850, It stood on 
the estate vow numbered 732 Main 
street, near present Central Square— 
the estate on which the present writer 
now lives, opposite the new Woburn 
Park. 

The low, one-story building, now 
ocenpied as a dwelling at Central 
Square, near the junction of Main and 
Vine streets, but located on Main street, 
and sometimes called the Pooie house 
by the older citizens, is said to have 
been erected for his law office. ‘This 
point in his day was an important 
business centre in Woburn, being on 
the line of two important stage routes, 
and conveniently reached. His practice 
was probably as fair as the cireum- 
stances of the town warranted. He 
possessed u singular taste for his time 
in house-decoration. In Woburn his 
house was painted black, with white 
and green doors; at 
Saco he built a house of round form, 
and painted it a fiery red. ‘The places 
of his residence after he had left 
Woburo, were Cambridge, Portsmouth, 
Saco, and Boston. When he died 
(in 1827) his ‘tsun,” it is said, de- 
scended ‘tin a cloud.”” Ile was mar- 
ried, but had no children. ‘The notice 
in Loring’s ‘*Boston Orators” gives the 
date and place of his birth, the name of 
his wife, and other interesting particu- 
lars. He composed the following 
epitaph on a friend :

The name of the military company 
he commanded was the Boston Repub- 
lican Volunteers (infantry), of which 
he was Ghptaln in 1788. He died in 
Boston, Oct. 27, 1827, aged 66 years. 


in History of 
Everts 


{From “Bench and Bar” 
York County, Maine. Philadelphia: 
& Peck, 1880. ] 

In 1808 came to Saco, [Maine] 
Joseph Bartlett, an eccentric man, and 
one of the wits of the bar. He was 
born June 10, 1762, ia Plymouth, 
Mass., and graduated, with honorable 
standing, at Harvard in 1782; his 
scholarship being such as to entitle him 
to membership in the highest literary 
society of the college,—the Phi Beta 
Kuppa. He pursued the study of law 
for a while at Salem, but at the close 
of the Revolution went to England, 
where he led a wild, irregular life with 
boon companions, in whose society his 
wit and reckless manners made him 
acceptable. He passed his time in 
London in gambling and dissipation 
and, getting into debt, was thrown into 
prison, from which he procured his re- 
lease by writing a play, in which he 
appeared as one of the actors. He 
then procured upon credit, a cargo of 
goods, with which he set sail for Amer- 
ica, but his vessel was wrecked on 
Cupe Cod. We next hear of him 
amovg the forces of Massachusetts 
raised to put down the Shays Rebellion, 
where he appears as Captain of Volun- 
teers, but returning to the law again 
after the war. He commenced practice 
in Woburn, whence he removed to 
Cambridge in 1796, and became zeal- 
ous in the affairs of the town and col- 
lege. He seems to have been still hon- 
ored by the Phi Beta Kappa, for in 
1799 he delivered a poem before that 
society, which was considered a talented 
performance in his peculiar vein of wit 
and satire. Ina trial at Plymouth be- 
tween a mother and son, during the 
time of his residence in Cambridge, he 
delivered @ speech, or rather a serio- 
comic argument, some passages of 
which will illustrate his manner of 
mingling the pathetic aud the ridiculous. 
He commented upon the saduess 
such a quarrel between a parent and 
child, and, said he, **1t isa shame that 
such a thing should occur here in the 
old town of Plymouth, under the shad- 
ow of the hillon which were the graves 
of the forefathers, aud on which I have 
myself often picked huckloberries.” 

In Saco he took the popular side in 
politics, being an ardent Democrat. 
By his long experience, his readiness 
as an advocate, his fastidious and 
agreeable manners, he became very 
popular, and fora while had a great 
run of business. He was elected to 
the Senate of Massachusetts in 1805. 
He afterwards attempted to set up 
Daniel Cleaves as a candidate for Con- 
gress in opposition to Col. Richard 
Cutts who was first elected from that 
District in 1800, and held the office by 
six successive elections, through the ad- 
ministration of Jefferson and a part of 
Madison, In attempting thus to usurp 
the management of the party against 
such leaders as Col. Cutts and Dr, 
Thornton he over estimated his per- 
soual strength vastly, aad in the rash 
and egotistical attempt was the chief 
sufferer, ‘The organs aud leaders of 
the party opened upon him with great 
severity and withered him and his busi- 
hess together into insignificance, Al. 
though he brought an action against 
Nathaniel Willis of the Lastern Argus

it ruined his business in Saco, and he | 
was obliged to move outof town. Tle 

left the State in 1809 or 1810 and lived | 

afterwards on his desultory literary | 
labors, He drifted about from place | 
to place, and finally turned up in Boston 
where, on the 4th of July, 1823, he! 
delivered an oration in the hall of the 
Exchange Coffee House, and recited an 
Ode entitled “The New Viear of 
Bray,” which are mentioned by Mr. | 
Loring in his **Hundred Boston Ora-| 
tors.” The same year he published an 
edition of poems dedicated to John 
“Aphorisms on Men and ‘Things.” 
While living in Saco he edited a paper 
called The Freeman's Iriend, and on 
the 4th of July 1805 delivered an ora- 
tion in Biddeford [Me.]. In 1827, at 
the age of 65, he wrote the following 
epitaph upon himself: 


"Tis done! the fatal stroke is given, 

And Burtlett'’s fled to hell or heaven; 

Ilis friends approve it, wand his foes ap pland, 
Yet he will have the verdict of his God.’

Close on to 5000 people witnessed the 
firemens exhibition last Tuesday evening. 
For an hour before it came off the principal 
streets were lined with men, women and 
children anxious to see the sight. It wasa 
merit trial of the various companies by the 
Engineers, and as such it was successful. 

Mayor Johnson pulled box 62 on the cor- 
ner of Main and Park streets at 7 o'clock, 
P. M. and two minutes later the companies 
were scampering like whiteheads for their 
respective hydrants assigned by the Board. 
The first alarm brought out the following 
companies: Hose 1, hydrant at flagstaff on 
common; time, 1m. 168. First water, 59s. ; 
second water, lm, 29s. after arriving at hy- 
drant, One hundred feet of hose was used. 
Hose 5, hydrant at Orthodox church; time, 
2m. 20s. Water on first line, lm. 158. In 
this case first water came through the sec- 
ond line of hose. Hose 6, hydrant at Say- 
ings Bank building, 4m. 27s.; first water, 
1m. 58s.; second water, 2m. Ils. In each 
of the above cases 100 feet of hose was laid. 
Hook and ladder truck No. 1, reached the 
City Hall, got a Indder on the building and 
aman atthe top of itin 4 minutes, 

The general alarm mustered in double- 
quick time Hose 2, hydrant at corner of 
Main and Walnut streets: time, 9m. 55s. 
and water on in Im. through 450 feet of 
hose. Howse 8, hydrant at public library; 
time, Gm. 38s. and first water in 2s. through 
650 feet of hose. Hose4, hydrant at Dow's 
block, Main street; time, 8m. 45s. from the 
second line of hose, through 550 feet of 
hose. A test was made of adding a piece 
of hose and the time was as follows: Hose 
1, lm.; hose 2, 55s.; hose 8, 45s.; hose 4, 
48s.; hose 5, 50s.; hose 6, 65s, The 
streams singly and nine at once were highly 
satisfactory, the pressure being about 65 
pounds. Even when nine streams were 
thrown any one of them would have reached 
the top story of the highest building. 

The exhibition demonstrated the fact very 
clearly that Woburn may well feel proud of 
her Fire Department. As a working dis- 
play the affair was a splendid success. 
Mayor Johnson and the Board of Fire En- 
gineers were highly pleased with it. 

The subsequent banquet in Hook & Lad- 
der Hall, prepared by Tufts, the famous 
Boston caterer, was highly enjoyed by the 
firemen and their guests.

THE WOBUR 


The Bishop Preached. 


Last Sunday waa held the opening service 
in the new Methodist Episeopal Church, 
The sermon by Bishop Foster waa eloquent 
and practical. A large nudiencve gave earn: 
estattention, The following is a brief out- 
lie: 

The text consists of two passages, one in 
doctrine and one in spirit; one from the Old 
Testament and one from the New. 

The one from the Old Testament is found 


in Proverbs, Chap, ILL, 27th verse: ‘With 
hold not good from them to whom itis due 
when itis in the power of thine hand to do 
it.” Itia the nature of a command, a nega- 
tive sort of command, 

The aecond is found in Galatians, Chap. | 
VI, 19th verse: ‘'As we have therefore 
opportunity let us do good unto all men, 
especially unto them who are of the house- 
hold of faith.” 

You will observe in both of these pua- 
sages the same idea, that believers should 
be engaged in doing good. The first en- 
joins that we should not withhold good when 
itisin the power of our hand to do it. 
There is a limitation in this, which is very 
broad, "It covers our ability. We should 
do good when its fulfilment lies in our 
power. Tt would seem to some people that 
they might be excused from doing it. The 
idea they might have of some, is, that they 
were unworthy and undeserving, and that 
they ought not to do good to them that give 
offence but only to those who deserve it. 
If God acted upon this principle what would 
become of us? He does not give unto those 
who deserve it only, but causes the sun to 
shine upon the just and the unjust giving 
blessings unto all men so far as they will 
receive. 

One man attaches great importance to the 
external observance of his church. Tis 
religion largely consists in observing the 
external lawa of the ritual of his church. 
He makes great account of the fidelity to 
the services of the church. THe would con- 
sider himself very blameworthy as he would 
be, if he did not strictly attend to the so 
called means of instruction furnished by his 
church, 

Another man ie not particularly strong in 
in that Hine; he does not attend the 
services regularly; he does not feel under 
strong obligation in that way. He is in- 
tense in his sense of obligation to obtain an 
honorable and honest character. External 
morality is but the essence of religion. 

Still another differs from both of these. 
He wants his heart to be right; he separates 
that of the world from things of God. 

Another differs from all of theee. He 
wants to have his creed right, wants to have 
his faith right. 

So these different forma of Christian 
phases of Christian character turn up in 
every community. 

In every true Christian character, in 
every fully developed man and woman, all! 
these things which just mentioned, are 
brought together in perfect unity and har- 
mony. 

So far as is possible this enlightened and 
well developed Christian attaches great im- 
portance to the services of the house of God, 
He knows there is a strict connection be- 
tween what a man believes and what he 
does, It is the inward faith of the man that 
expresses itself in his outward life. It is 
not difficult to tell what the nature of a man 
is, when you know him outwardly. 

When we go to church we think the 
church is to make us happy. We have an 
idea that when we come home after going 
to church, if the sermon has not lifted us up 
and made us feel more happy and comforta- 
ble itis alostday. Itis not the most profit- 
able sermons that make us feel the most de- 
licious. You know sometimes if a preacher 
will tell a touching story, making us cry, 
we feel that we are happy but we are no 
better, we do not add anything to our spirit- 
ual condition, It does not prove that we 
are over righteous, A sinner cries just as 
ensy us a saint. 

If you should judge his righteous state by 
his emotions, why ! he would be as righteous 
as any of us. 

The sermon that is important to us is the 
one that nakes think, makes us determine 
to live aright. It is the doctrine that comes 
from the pulpit to settle us ina purpose to 
reach a high and noble standard of charac- 
ter that goes with us home, makes home 
right, makes every day right. That is the 
kind of a sermon we want. Several illus- 
trations were given and many grand truths 
uttered that can not be given through want 
of space. Ile closed with a most earnest 
appeal to all present that they might realize 
“the path of jife’ as a road but once tray- 
elled therefore to be passed over with great 
care and faithfulness so that none might de- 
sire to live their life over but with joyous 
expectation go on to hear the welcome, 
“Well done thou good and faithful servant 
enter thou into the joy of thy Lord.”

M4. “Then took they Him, and led Him, 
and brought Him into the high priest’s 
house, And Peter followed afar off." 
John says that they took Him and bound 
Him, and led Him away to Annas first 
(John xviii, 12, 18. Matthew and Mark 
both say that then all the disciples forsook 
Ifim and fled, but John adds that Peter 
and another disciple (no doubt himself) 
afterward followed (Matt. xxvii, 56; Mark 
xiv, 50; John xvili, 15), When Jesus sur- 
rendered Himself to them He asked that 
the disciples might be allowed to go their 
way (John xviil, §), but yet by their for- 
saking Him what became of their assertion 
that they would die with Him rather than 
deny Him (Mark xiv, 31)? 

55. “And when they had kindled a fire 
in the midst of the hall, and were set down 
together, Peter sat down among them.’’ 
This is surely n down grade. For a few 
verses now we leave our Lord in the hands 
of His captors, and consider Peter being 
sifted. And what acontrast between the 
disciple and his Master! The one faithful 
unto death, the other in the company of 
those whe hated Him and were seeking 
His life. 

56. “But a certain maid beheld him as 
he sat by the fire, and earnestly looked 
upon him and sald, This man was also 
with Ilim.’’ We are observed when we 
least think it, and by those whom we think 
see nothing. Leta person go from home, 
and being umong strangers, and unknown 
(as he thinks), let him do the least thing 
that he would not do if at home, and it 
will surely be carried abroad and at some 
time brought home to him. But Peter 
was here accused of nothing wrong, he 
Was simply pointed out by this maid as a 
follower of Jesus, and judging from his 
previous confessions in Matt. xvi, 16; John 
vi, 68, 69, we would have expected him to 
stand by his colors and rejoice to own Je- 
sus as his Lord. But he was alone now 
and inthe midst of scoffers. How have 
you acted under similar circumstances? 

57. “And he denied Him, saying, Wo- 
man, I know Him not.’? Did you act that 
way when you found yourself among the 
scoffers? Or if you did not openly say 
that you were not a Christian, did your 
silence when He was ridiculed, orthe Bible 
sneered ut, give consent? Or do you al- 
ways by word and deed proclaim yourself 
on the Lord’s side? 

58. “And after a little while another saw 
him and said, Thou art also one of them, 
And Peter said, Man, Tumnot.’’ Another 
opportunity of confessing Christ is given 
to this poor erring man, but again he loses 
it and adds sin to sin. 

59. “And about the space of one hour 
after another confidently affirmed, saying, 
Of a truth this fellow also was with Him, 
for he is a Galilean,” 

60. “And Peter said, Man I know not 
what thou sayest. And immediately, while 
he yet spake, the cock crew." Matthew 
suys that he now began to curse and swear 


(Matt. xxvi, 74). What asink of iniquity is 
the heartof man! How desperately wicked! 
61. “And the Lord turned, and looked 


upon Peter. And Peter remeinbered the 
word of the Lord, how He had sald unto 
him, Before the cock crow thou shalt deny 
me thrice.’ ‘The Lord had seen and heard 
it all, and no doubt it grieved Him to His 


heart, and Peter had “added to His much 
sorrow, but He loved His sinning one 
through it all, and this look now turned 


upon him must have been full of tenderest 
love, mingled with deepest sadness. 
62. And Peter went out and wept bit- 


terly.” That loving look pierced his heart 
and brought him to his senses, 
63. “And the men that held Jesus 


mocked Him and smote Him.’ We now 
turn from Peter, who failed, to Peter's 
Lord, who faileth never. Peter they only 
spoke to and accused of being with Jesus; 


but Jesus they mock and even smite. 
64. "And when they had blindfolded 
Hlim they struck him on the face, and 


asked him, saying, Prophesy, who is it that 
smote thee?’ Lese not sight of the fact 
that this ill treated one is God manifest in 
the flesh. The Lord of Hosts, the God of 
Israel, the mighty one of Jacob, the only 
Redeemer of men, and thus is His treat 
ment from those whom He came to save. 
Not for Israel only did He suffer thus, but 
for you dear reader, and for every 
scholar in your class, 
“And many other things blasphem- 
ously spake they against Him.’

up, and that this was the way to the cross. 

60, “Hereafter shall the Son of Man sit 
on the right hand of the power of God.” 
Matthew adds, “And come in the clouds 
of heaven” (xxvi, G4), He has not yet been 
brought before the Roman governor. He 
has been before Annas and Caijaphas, and 
now He is still before the Jewish council, 
aud He reminds them of the words of their 
prophet Danicl (vii, 18) concerning the 
coming of the Son of Man in glory. 

70. ‘Then said they all, Art Thou then 
the Son of God? And He said unto them, 
Ye say thatITam.’’ He acknowledges that 
itisevenso, Heis the Son of Man and 
the Sen of God, the Divine human Mes- 
slah, the God man to sit in due time on 
David's throne, He has by word and deed 
proved Hintself to be the one foretold by

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TOM GRUSE'S _GAREER. 


A Story That Tllustrates the Ups 
Downs of Weatern Life. 


The history of the thrice millionaire 
banker of Helena, Mont., Thomas 
Cruse, illustrates the ups and downs of 
western life, and sets in strong contrast 
the two extremes of absolute, grovel- 
ing poverty and extraordinary afflu- 
ence. 

“Six years ago Tom Cruse,” says 
Thomas M. Long, ‘was only a com 
tnon, ordinary laborer, a prospector 
and a miner, He had spent almost his 
last nickel, was out of luck, and being 
out of money it naturally followed 
he had very few friends. Indeed he 
was so poor that I well remember the 
day when he was actually refused 
credit fora fifty pound sack of flour, 
He did odd jobs about town—anything 
so long as he turned an honest dollar, 
One day he took a tramp into the 
mountains. When he came back to 
town he astonished everybody by re 
porting the discovery of what turned 
out to be one of the richest silver mines 
in Montana. 

“Ile pre-empted the place and made 
everything solid in hisown name, This 
mine was the famous Drum Lummond, 
in the mountains near Maysville, twen- 
ty-one miles from Helena, A syndicate 
of capitalists hearing of his great find 
went out to investigate it. The result 
far surpassed even their expectations, 
and on their way back to town they 
sought old man Cruse. Would he sell 
the mine? Yes. How muchi Five 
hundred thousand dollars, spot cash. 
That was too much, they thought. 
‘Well, gentlemen, if you think it is too 
much don’t take it,’ said Cruse. “This 
offer is good until noon, but no longer. 
I'll have another price on it after that.’ 
They thought he was bluffing. The 
next day, after further investigation, 
they came back to Cruse, They told 
the old man they were ready to pay the 
$500,000, and for him to draw up the 
papers. 

‘“ “My price today is $1,000,000, boys,’ 
said Cruse, Of course there was no 
deal possible under the circumstances. 
Cruse could then get all the capital he 
wanted to work his mine. Before 
three months had passed he had pulled 
out &200,000 worth of ore, and there 
was still unlimited quantities—iillions, 
in fact—in sight. The syndicate caine 
back to him and actually paid over 
$1,000,000 for a two-third interest in 
the Druin Lummond. 

“Since that time Cruse has bought 
other mines, the Iron Mountain, for in- 
stance, in the Caurd’Alene region, and 
others. He is worth today $5,000,000. 
He was married a couple of years ago, 
but his wife died, leaving him a child. 
‘Old Man’ Cruse, as he is called, is a 
yxood old fellow, who delights now in 
talking about his hard times. When 
he came to Montana, six years ago, he 
walked all the way from Salt Lake 
City. ‘That’s the way fortune smiles 
sometimes.”—Chicago Times,

What might have resulted in a seri- 
ous necident occurred to some workmen 
engaged In building the extension to 
the Smithfleld street bridge. While the 
James G. Blaine was passing under the 
bridge, on her way up, her smokestacks 
came in contact with a platform which 
swung from the bottom of tho bridge. 
Capt. Cock saw that the boat inust strike 
the platform, and called to the pilot 
to sound the whistle. The men real 
ized their dangerous position, and got 
off the platform and caught hold of an 
old tron bar which runs from pier to 
pier not a moment too soon, as the 
sinokestack of the Blaine struck the 
obstruction as the last man stepped off 
the platform. One of the steamer's 
stacks was broken tn two by the force 
of the collision, and the swinging plat- 
form snapped from its fastenings and 
fell to the water, 

The four men remained hanging by 
their hands, their only means of rescue 
being to tet go of the stringer and drop 
to the water below, nearly 100 feet. 
Several inen were attracted, and pushed 
out skiffs to rescue them 

Finally one of the four was com- 
pelled to relinquish his hold through 


exhaustion, falling into the water. 
He disappeared beneath the water, 


arose again and tried to swim to the 
skiff, but before reaching it the little 
strength which he retained gave out 
and he sank, He arose for the second 
time, and the occupants of the skiff 
succeeded in catching hold of him and 
pulling him into the boat. 

The poor fellow became unconscious, 
but the rescuers could not give their 
attention to him, as the other three 
workmen were still hanging to the fron 
bar. All three held on for dear life for 
fully ten minutes, when they could no 
longer retain their grasp, and one by 
they fell to the water and were 
rescued by the men in the skiff, who 
were by this time re-enforced by an- 
other boat from the shore. ‘The first 
man who fell soon recovered, and was 
taken ashore, where all three received 
medical attention on the Brownsville 
wharfboat. After resting awhile they 
were sufficiently strong to resume work 
again. 

During the excitement a large crowd 
gathered on the shore and shouted at 
the men to do different things, which 
badly disconcerted them, and if they 
could have held to their positions a few 
moments longer they would have been 
rescued without getting a ducking. 
The workmen would not give their 
names, but say it is their own fault, as 
they should not have blocked the chan- 
nel with the ladder,—Pittsburg Dis- 
patch, 
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Floated, but Died, 

The story of the fat man who fell 
overboard in New York harbor and 
floated around for an houror two until 
he was mistaken for a whale and towed 
to shore unhurt has set the old water- 
men and wharfmen all agog with re- 
miniscent talk, They tell peculiar 
tales of happenings to fat men which 
have occurred under their eye, and in 
which they took a part. 

John McClain, the veteran watchman 
on the Thomas Clyde pier, above 
Chestnut, told a nuinber of incidents 
concerning the floating tendencies o.

During the war Mr. McClain was a 
aight watchman on the piers at Wash- 
ington avenue. One dark night a goy- 
ernment receiving vessel came ap the 
river, and when it neared the Washing- 
ton pier two sailors jumped overboard 
to make their escape. One was a 
gigantic fellow and the other a man of 
mediuin size, 

Before jumping overboaru the fat 
man fastened $200 in double gold eagles 
in a leather belt which was strapped 
around his waist. He could not switn 
a stroke When they touched the 
water he floundered around, but did 
not sink. Shortly afterward a tre- 


mendous swell carried him under the 
pier, where he was knocked senseless 
by the piling. When the body was 


found, several hours afterward, it was

man never sank, but was drowned

Distance and Ec 
Did you ever figure on the exact dis 
tance that one may be removed from 
a reflecting surface and yet hear the 
echo of his own voice? It is said that 
one cannot pronounce distinctly or 
hear distinctly more than five syllables 
in asecond. This gives one-fifth of a 
second for each syllable. Taking 1,120 
feet as the velocity of sound per see 
ond, we have 224 feet as the distance 
sound will travel in one-fifth of a sec 
ond. Henee, if a reflecting surface is 
112 feet distant, the initial sound of an 
uttered syllable will be returned to the 
ear from a distance of 112 feet just as 
the next syllable starts on its journey. 
| In this case the first fifth of the see 
ond is consumed in the utterance of a 
syllable, and the next fifth of the see 
ond in hearing its echo. Two syllables 
would be echoed from a retlecting sur 
224 distant, three syllables 
from 336 feet, and so on within the 
limits of audibleness. It is evident 
that a sharp, quick sound, the duration 
of which is only one-tenth of a second, 
would give an echo from half the dis 
tance, or 56 feet. The above estimates 
are for a temperature of 61 degs. Fahr 
enheit, at which the velocity of sound 
is a little over 1,118 feet in a second 
The velocity of sound when the mer 
eury stands at freezing is 1,086 feet per 
second.—New Orleans Picayune.

distorted and vile pictures of human 
life, todevelop and inflame the passions ; 
and the results are sin, vice and crime. 
A large proportion of the crimes com- 
mitted in this country committed 
by youths under twenty years of 
and the common confession of these 
criminals is that they the 
inspiration for the life of crime from 
the reading of ‘blood and thunder 
stories.” We often read of youthful 
murderers aud highwayimnen who are 
plainly the victims of the **dime novel” 
indulgence. Alas: it is sad to believe 
aud realize how pernicious books and 
vlewspapers are everywhere at work, 
enticing. corrupting, demoralizing, 
ruining for this world and the next, the 
ration, desolating thousands 
of homes, and filling our jails and re- 
formatories with blasted lives and black- 
ened souls. But this is not all. 

There is yet another and 
cause of crime, viz.: the dram shop. 
We have in our large cities and 
tered over this fair land two hundred 
thousand dram shops and every one is 
steadily at work making criminals. — It 
is generally admitted that more than 
three fourths of the crime of the nation 
caused by the liquor — traffic. 
Wherever dram shops abound crimes 
of all sorts abound. Tt is everywhere 
seen that the number of crimes com- 
mitted in any State or city is in exact 
proportion to the number of legalized 
dram shops in that State or city. In 
Massachusetts, during the year ending 
1888 under legalized rum seventy-two 
thousand were arrested for crimival 
offeuces and over thirty-two thousand 
were committed to her prisons. In the 
State of Towa, under prohibition, with 

population of a hundred thousand 
more than Massachusetts, the total ar- 
rests made last year for crimes were 
bot fiteen thousand, and the total com- 
initmeuts were ouly eight hundred and 
thirty-eight, and fifty-nine county jails 
were without an inhabitant. No faet 
in social science is more assured than 
that the overwhelming majority 
criminals are the products of alcohol. 
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and to under. 
stand the consequences of doing right 
and of doing and this 

training should go on with both 

until both alike haye aequired 
power of self-helpfulness, the power to 
earn a livelihood by some useful 
pation.

Judge Allison of Philadelphia has said 
“that of the huudreds of murder taials 
which had come before him, during 
more than a quarter of a century, the 
cause of the crime in fully ninety-five 
cases out of every lundred was the use 
of intoxicating drinks.” 

Chief Justice Noah Davis in a charge 
to the Grand Jury in New York said 
“An experieuce of more than 20 
years of judicial life has taught me 
that more than seven-eighths of the 
crimes committed in this country— 
which involve personal violence were 
traceable the of intoxicating 
liquors.” Judge Pitman of Massa- 
chusetts says, ‘that from two-thirds to 
nine-tenths of the crime brought before 
the courts of justice is due to intoxica- 
ting liquors.” 

Col. Haynes who was the 
of the Massachusetts State Prison at 
Charlestown several years said 
‘that of 2000 gonviets at least 80 per 
cent. owed their incarceration directly 
indirectly to intemperance: that 
during the time he had been at the 
prison, 21 men had been there for kill- 
ing their wives and two for killing a 
parent; that of these 22 were habitual 
drunkards and were actually drunk 
when they committed the crime.” One 
hundred thousand drunkards are anuu- 
ally imprisoned for crime aud two hun- 
dred thousand helpless children are re- 
duced to beggary and want. Every 
liquor seller kuows he is preparing his 
victims for the prison and innocent 
children for suffering poverty, siu and 
shame. IT impeach every dram selle: 
as a participant in the crimes of those 
who are maddened by his liquor, and 
in all the sufferings endured thereby by 
innocent children. All our criminals 
are notin prison. Where there is one 
in prison there ought to be if justice 
fifty. ‘he blackest crimin- 
in my judgment, are the retail 
rumsellers. In the spirit, if notin the 
letter of the law, they are guilty of 
man-slaughter for the law says whoso- 
ever accelerates the death of a human 
being is guilty the crime.  Dram- 
sellers ought to be held responsible in 
Jaw for all the panperism and crime and 
deaths they produce. ‘They form the 
most tremendous curse in the commu- 
nity. ‘They are stealthily killing their 
victims and murdering the peace and 
industry of the community and thereby 
converting happy homes into hells of 
misery, unthrilt, poverty and 
They are a blighting curse in every 
neighborhood where they are found, 
aud all good men aud women are pray- 
lug everywhere that they may be either 
speedily reformed or summarily up 
rooted, 

Hut las society any responsibility for 
the existence of criminal classes? In 
proportion to power we say yes. It is 
the manifest duty of the people of this 
great nation to give every boy aud girl 
the best education possible, ‘This edu- 
cation ought to be threefold—intellec- 
tual, moral and physical—the training 
of the mind, the heart, and the hands, 
This traloing should begin at a very 
early age and should be continued until 
every boy and girl is able to distinguish

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Se The Gypsy Moth. 


This part of the State has recently 
learned with alarm that the range of 
the Gypsy Moth is increasing, thut it is 
journeying north, and that the Mystic 
Valley is in peril from its ravages. 
For some distance around Medford, 
where the exotic was first discovered 
in Ainerica, the blighting effects of its 
voracious appetite are suffered, and an 
enlurgement of its field of operations 
is viewed with the gravest apprehen- 
sion. 

A couple of years ago, or s0, mem- 
bers of the Gypsy Moth family, whose 
native land is France or thereabouts, 
found their way to America and settled 
in Medford. When first discovered 
their presence excited no fear because 
nobody knew what they were, but the 
investigations of gentlemen skilled in 
the science of insectology demonstrated 
that the foreign visitor was the verita- 
bleGypsy Moth, which greatly alarmed 
the fruit and tree cultivators of Med- 
ford, for some of them had read that 
he was a tough customer to handle. 

Grave consultations were held, and 
as soon as the next Legislature con- 
vened a committee of Medford gentle- 
men appeared before it with a petition 
for protection from the destructive in- 
vader. A legislative committee recog- 
nized the justice of Medford’s appeal 
for succor and forthwith reported a 
bill to meet it. It provided for the 
sume old remedy that the Legislature 
always resorts to for healing all kinds 
of real or imaginary public ills—name- 


ly, a Commission. A Commission was 
raised and an appropriation voted with 
no unnecessary delay. In Mussachu- 
setts a Commission is considered the 
greut panacea for every public disease. 
The State is full and running over with 
them. ‘I'wo-thirds of them are asy- 
lums for broken-down and poverty- 
stricken politicians. 

The Board of Commissioners met, 
organized, and provided for a fair divi- 
sion of the appropriation, After a 
while they began to think something 
about extermiuating the foreign pest. 
That was what they were there for, 
although at first the fact did not seem 
to be fully appreciated, 

The first step of the Board was to 
get a large quantity of paris green, a 
number of sprinklers and a corps of 
experts to use them, Every tree in 
Medford suspected of hurboring the 
enemy was filled full of paris green, 
alter which a danger signal was nailed 
to its trunk informing the public that 
it had received its squirting and was in 
no condition to be fooled with. The 
black and white placards greatly en- 
hanced the beauty of the trees. 


So enthusiastically did the Board and 
their employes go into the work of 
extermination that they ‘doctored’ 
trees which did not need it, and a 
couple of weeks ago Mr. J. ‘I’. Foster 
sued the Board to recover $300 dam- 
ages which he alleged their recklessly 
used paris green had inflicted on his 
fruit trees. Notwithstanding which 
the Commissioners continue to hold 
fortnightly meetings and draw their 
salary with the same regularity as be- 
fore. 

Finding that the Moth seemed to 
thrive, multiply, aud inverease its do- 
main on paris green, @ little while ago 
the Commission bethought themselves 
of feather dusters as a weapon of de- 
fence. ‘The brilliant thought was im- 
mediately acted on; « load of feather 
dusters was bought, a small army of 
men experienced in feather dusters were 
hired, and the battle yeoppned, But 
the hulwark of feather dusters turns 
out to be no bulwark at all; the Moth 
sits on the limbs and laughs at his ene- 
mies; he is covering more territory 
daily ; and what is to be done? 

The JOURNAL is vo alarmist, but it 
thinks heroic measures ought to be 
taken to advert the threatened ca- 
lamity. 

Why not increase the appropriation? 
or try the experiment of making up 
the Board on 4 non-partisan basis?

f. Then said Pilate to the chief priests 
and tothe people, I find no fault in this 
man.” According to the account in John, 
Pilate said words three different 
times GJohn xviii, 88; xix, 4, 6), thus giving 
a threefold direct testimony to the inno- 
cence of Jesus, And this from the Roman 
governor, who was certainly supposed to be 
capable of forming a somewhat correct 
judgment concerning a person’s guilt or in- 
nocence,

“And as soon as he knew that Ile be- 
longed unto erod’s jurisdiction, he sent 
Him to Herod, who himself also was at 
Jerusalem at that time,” In chap. iii, 1, 
we read that Pontius Pilate was governor 
of Judea and Herod tetrarch of Galilee. 
Herod’s being in Jerusalem at this time 
was no doubt of God, that he, to sanother 
Gentile ruler, might see and testify to the 
innocence of Jesus, thus providing two 
witnes from among the Gentile ralers, 
8 “And when Herod saw Jesus he was 
exceeding glad, for he was desirous to see 
Hlitn of a longseason, because he had heard 
many things of Him; and he hoped to have

seen some miracle done by Him.” In 
chaps. ix, 0 we learn that after beheading 
Jobn, Herod heard of Jesus and desired to 
see Him. In Mark vi, 14, we read that 
Herod thought that Jesus was John the 


Baptist risen from the dead, and that that 
accounted for His mighty works. Jesus the 
Nazarene was evidently talked about even 
at Herod's court, but it must have been as 
some wonder worker among the poor, of 
Whom the rich and the great knew very 
little. If Herod wanted much to see Him 
why did he not liim? Jesus did not 
keep Himself hid. As this verse indicates, 
his desire was only tosee the wonder work- 
er and some of Ilis wonders, but it was not 
worth his while to put himself out for it. 
Ile really wanted nothing from the poor 
Jew of Nazareth, for what could a poor 
despised Nazarene do forso great a Roman 
citizen as Herod? But now at t they aro 
face to face; let us observe and listen. 

9% “Then he questioned with Him in 
many words, but He answered Him noth- 
ings Jesus is quietly going forward to 
His death. Weis inthe hands of His en- 
emies, and neither in the heart of Herod 
nor in the heart of any one of His accusers 
is there the loust desire to hear the truth to 
which He came to benr witness.

18, “And Pilate, when he had called to- 
gother the chief priests and the rulers and 
the people.’ Pilate has not escaped from 
his dilemma, Although he has made friends 
with Herod, through Jesus rejected, he 
has not yet made friends with the Jews, 
and Jesus is ain before him to be dis- 
posed of. There is a greater question than 
that of friendship or enmity with people 
either in high or low places on this earth, 
and that question, “What shall [do with 
Jesus,’ Pilate must now attend to and 
settle forever, The same matter is before 
every one who has heard the Gospel, and 
While it may be postponed, and God in 
great merey continue His long suffering, 
yet the time will come when it must be 
settled in one way or the other, 

4, “Ye have brought this man unto me 
as one that perverteth the people; and, be- 
hold, I, having examined Him before you, 
have found no fault in this man, touching 


those things whereof ye accuse Him.” 
This is Pilate’s second testimony to His 
innocence (see vs, 5), and hard on His ae- 


cusers, Who have plainly failed in their case 
tgainst Jesus; for Pilate insists that their 
accusations against this man are un- 
founded, and that He is innocent of the 
things laid to His charge. What a record 
‘this is in favor of Jesus, and it stands in 
the eternal word of God, 

“No, nor yet Herod, for I sent you to 
him; and lo, nothing worthy of death is 
done unto Him.” Here is the strong testi- 
mony of two Roman governors against the 
accusations of the Jews and in favor of 
Jesus, Even though it had been other- 
wise, and both had thought to have found 
xome cure of death in Him, while that 
would have made these governors to be on 
the side of the Jews, it would have proved 
nothing against Jesus, for no man knoweth 
the Son save the Vather, No Roman gov- 
ernor, or even emperor, or Jewish council 
was capable of sitting in judgment on 
Him. Earth never saw such a sight be- 
fore: God standing at the bar of man to be 
judged, With what astonishment and hor- 
ror must the holy angels have looked upon 
these things. 

16, “LT will therefore chastise IHim and 
release Him,’ Insisting that He was in- 
nocent, and yet ready to chastise Him, even 
though he should the next moment re- 
lease him. Tlow strange and inexplainable 
it all seems! And yet they treated the 
apostles thus a little later, when, being able 
to prove nothing against them, and being 
ndvised by Gamatliel to let them alone, be- 
fore they let them go they took them and 
beat them (Acts v, 40).

THE 


JUSTICE TO THE SNAKES 


Byowltnesses of Things That Are Dentod 
by the Plippart and Tgnorant, 

Two popular beliefs concerning the 
behavior of certain snakes under cer 
tain circumstances have been very posi 
tively met by some persons with a very 
flat and absolute denial that any snake 
ever did anything of the kind 

One thing largely believed and fre- 
quently reported on the testimony of 
somebody else is the alleged fact that 
some snakes at times exercise the power 
of “charming” or drawing toward them 
by the fixed power of the serpent’s eye 
small birds or squirrels, the purpose be 
ing to make a meal of the victim, This 
belief has been vehemently maintained 
and as veliemently denied, the denials 
being accompanied by the sneer, “You 
didn’t see this yourgelf.” Tt would 
seem that those who firmly believe the 
report—generally speaking, on the 
strength of the testimony of some ab 
sent friend in whose word they have 
implicit trust—largely outnumber those 
who deny; but among the latter are a 
few who profess to speak as scientists, 

The other popularsnake story is that 
in moments of danger the mother 
shake of some species will open her 
mouth and her brood of babies will 
run head first down her throat. — This, 
too, has been dismissed as an idle tale. 

Now it so happens that there are at 
present living in Hartford two emi- 
nently trustworthy men who ean by 
personal experience confirm the actual 
truth of both these two stories, one 
having witnessed the performance first 
named, and the other seeing the second, 

Mr. Samuel Tayloy, of Charter Oak 
place, ohiea a boy of 16, lived in Glas- 
tonbury. There, when outin the fields 
one day, his attention was attracted by 
the strange actions of asmall bird— 
probably some ground sparrow or per- 
haps a “chippy.” The bird paid no 
attention to him as he came near it, 
but fluttered in a wild and peculiar 
way on the path, sometimes fluttering 
up to a low twig a foot or so above the 
path, and again fluttering down, seem- 
ingly in great distress, and then flapping 
up and down, but all the while slowly 
getting along in one direction, 

As the bird paid no attention to the 
boy, and did nothing to get away from 
him, the lad began to investigate things 
in the direction the bird seemed to be 
aiming at, and he soon discovered a 
black snake, ‘The reptile was coiled, 
and its head was lifted somewhat above 
the coil. His gaze was fastened upon 
the fluttering bird, and his eyes were 
bright and glittering. The spectator of 
this remarkable seene waited until the 
reluctant and distressed bird had ad- 

vanced so near that he was not over a 
yard from the serpent. ‘Then he inter- 
fered.

The Water Wheel at Night, 

For years the question as to whether 

yater wheels ran faster at night than 
during the day has been catalogued 
tunong “the things that will never be 
settled.” Surely the answer is: They 
do; that is, if they areso geared as to 
be affected by the varying fullness and 
speed of the current in which they are 
set. ‘There is no doubt that all springs 
are fuller and all streams carry more 
water at midnight than they do at noon, 
In the first place, the increased cool- 
ness of the air prevents evaporation and 
drying up of the small tributaries; and 
in the second place, the condensation 
of the moisture in the air, in the shape 


of dew, is always safficient to add 
something to the stream and its 
branches; heavy dews are often so 


copious as to be equal to a slight shower, 

We often hear dew drops falling 
from overloaded leaves, and find ey- 
ery exposed object loaded with drops 
of water, A large part of this gets into 
the minute channels, which conduet it 
to the streams, Often the effect upon 
ashallow river is very noticeable in- 
deed, and therefore a wheel turned by 
such a river would go appreciably 


faster by night than by day,—St. Louis 
Republic,

A Roman metal pen is safd to have 
been found at Aosta—not a mere stylus, 
but a bronze pen, slit, and there is evi 
dence of a pen or reed of bronze nearly 
as late as the invention of printing, in 
the Tifteenth century, 

A handred years ago some steel pens 
were made in Birmingham, England, 
by Mr. Harrison for Dr. Priestly, and 
some of these passed into the hands of 
Sir Joseph Mason in his early days 
with Mr. Harrison, but all of them 
have been lost, The first pen of metal, 
of a date beyond all question, is one in 
a Dutch patent book of 1717. At the 
same time a polite ode by Pope refers 
to a “steel and gold pen,” but these 
were evidently luxuries only. 

It was about 1823 or 1824 that the 
great revolution in making pens by a 
cheaper process—the hand screw press, 
whieh pierced the pens from sheet steel 

began. Previously pens had been 
made from steel or gold rolled into 
tubes and with a joint forming the slit. 
These required considerable labor to 
shape them into pen form, 

The use of the screw press belongs to 
the period of John Mitchell, Joseph Gil- 
lott and Joseph Mason, but on a careful 
review of the facts it seems to be clear 
that John Mitchell has the best claim 
to be considered as the introducer of 
press made pens. Skinner, of Sheffield, 
England, was apparently one of the

MEMORIAM, 


Miss Abby Mead, daughter of the late Rev. Sam- 
ucl Mead of Middleboro, Mass., whose recent death 
in this city leaves a yoid in the more elderly social 
circles, was born at Amesbury, Mass.,on March 6, 
1806, At the age of 17 she began teaching school 
in the Bennett house at Central Square, Woburn; 
she afterwards taught at Churlestown several years, 
and while there harbored in her schoolroom some 
of the nuns during the burning ofthe Nunnery on 
Mt. Benedict; she was also Principal of the Fair- 
haven Seminary, and continued the profession with 
great success until she was 60 years of age, except 
during 5 years of sickness. For some 16 years 
dust she has mingled but little in society, having 
Teall compelled to keep her room « principal part of 
that tine by illness. 

Miss Mead's mother was the danghter of Major 
Earl Clapp of Middleboro, who served in the Revo- 
lutionary War. The family, being bereft of husband 
and father, came to Woburn when the subject of this 
notice was very young. 

Miss Mead united with the First Congregational 
Chureh of Woburn in 1827, and became «a member 
of the Charitable Reading Society conne with 
that church in January, 1831. Atthe ser enten 
nial celebration of the orgunization of the society 
held June 81, 1865, she furnished a poem "Memories 
of Other Days,” which may be found in the pub- 
lished proceedings of that occasion, She had tine 
literary tastes and good ability as a writer, and was 
often called on for prose und poetical contributions 
for special occasions, 

Miss Mead had many wari friends who will miss 
her. Mrs. Dwight Eager, with whom she livedand 
died, was her only sister, but other relatives are left 
to mourn her death, 

A large number of old friends attended the 
funeral on Wednesday, and the floral tributes were 
beautiful. —X.

laid brutally on that torn and bleeding 
back, and He goes forth bearing His cross 

(John xix, 17), While itis not said that 

lic fainted under it, the fact that they 

turned Simon the Cyrenian about, and 
compelled hint to bear it after Jesus (verse 

26), looks as if He may havesunk beneath it, 

or perhaps stiunbled through weakness or 

loss of blood. Then hear Him as He says 
to the women who follow, “Weep not for 
me, but for yourselves and your children” 

(verse 28), And see the two malefactors each 

bearing hiscross. Thus follow to Calvary 

cotha, the place of a skull (Matt. 

xxvii, 83), And now see the threa crosses 

each bearing its living, dying, agonizing 

burden; on cither side an evil doer suffer- 
ing justly, but inthe midst the Holy Je- 
sus suffering the just for the unjust. 

$4. Then said Jesus, ‘Father, forgive 
them; for they know not what they do, 
And they parted His raiment and cast lots,” 
Can you see Him stripped of his raiment, 
laid down upon the cross, the nails driven 
through Ilis quivering flesh, and then hear 
Him pray, ‘lather, forgive them,” 

85. ‘And the people stood beholding. 
And the rulers also with them derided 
Him, saying, Ile saved others, let Him save 
Himself, if Ife be Christ, the chosen of 
God.” Their cruelty knows no bounds; 
they have now done their worst; they have 
erucified Him, but they cannot cease; and 
as He hangs in greatest physical agony 
upon the cruel cross they deride Him, He 
could oer saved Himself if He had 
wished, Not all the power of men or devils 
could have harmed Him unless He had 
permitted it. Hlear His own words: “TI lay 
down my life that I might take it again 
Noman taketh it from me, but I lay it 
down of myself, I have power to lay it 
down, and | have power to take it again, 
This commandment have I received of my 
Father” (John x, 17, 18). 

86, “And the soldiers also mocked Him, 
coming to Him and offering Him vinegar 
The sufferings and death of Christ tell out 
the hearts of all classes of men—the true 
children of God who in trial forsake Him; 
the professor only, who, being tempted, 
sells Him; those highest in religious things, 
who, being only hypocrites, hate reality; 
those highest in temporal power, who 
know nothing of eternal realities and care 
only to please people; the irreligious (as 
these soldiers), who care for none of these 
things, and the offscouring of the earth 
suffering just punishment for their crimes 
—ill have their hearts revealed by the cross 
of Christ, 

87, “And saying, If thou be the King of 
the Jews save thyself.” They could not 
understand a king who had no followers 
and seemed to have no power. 

38, “And a superscription also was writ- 
ten over Him, in letters of Greek and Latin 
and Hebrew, This is the King of the Jews,” 
The chief priests objected to this, and 
wished Pilate to write, “Me said, I am 
King of the Jews” (John xix, 21); but Pi- 
lute insisted on keeping it as he had writ- 
ten it, 

39. “And one of the malefuctors which 
were hanged railed on Him, saying, If 
thon be Christ save thyself and us.”’ Rul- 
ers, soldici nd malefactors all utter the 
same taun ve thyself.” 

40. “Bat the other answering, rebuked 
him, saying, Dost not thou fear God, see- 
ing thou art in the same condemnation?” 
Hardened, indeed, must have been the 
heart of this condemned man, who, know- 
ing that he must very soon meet God in 
the spirit world, railed even to the last. 

41. ‘And we indeed justly; for we re- 
ceive the due reward of our deeds; but 
this man hath done nothing amiss.’ An- 
other testimony to the innocence of This 
Man.” We have heard it from Judas, from 
Pilate, from Pilate’s wife, indirectly from 
Herod, and now from this thief on the 
cross, 

42, “And he said unto Jesus, Lord, re- 
member me when Thou comest into Thy 
kingdom.” ‘This is grand, Not only does 
he confess himself a justly punished wicked 
man, but he confesses that the man at his 
side is an innocent man suffering unjust- 
ly; that notwithstanding all that has been 
done to Him and seid to Him Ile is really 
aking and hasa kingdom; and he humbly 
asks to be remembered in that kingdom. 

43. “And said unto him, Verily I 
say unto thee, today shalt thou with 
Me in Paradise.’ What a trophy for 
Christ to display among the redeemed! 

44. "And it was about the sixth hour, 
and there was a darkness over all the earth 
until the ninth hour’’ Ile was crucified 
at the third hour (Mark xv, 25), which 
would be about 9 o'clock. At the sixth 
hour or 12 o'clock this darkn set 
in, which continued till He died et 3 
o'clock. Thesun refused to shine longer 
upon such aseene; earth put on mourn- 
In

“And the sun was darkened, and the 
veil of tho temple was rent in the midst.” 
The veil was asymbol of His body or flesh. 
As int te rnacle and temple, the veil con- 
cealed the glory of God; so during all His 
stay on carth the mortal body of Christ 
concealed within it the glory of God. 

43. And when Jesus had cried with a 
loud voice, He said, Father, into Thy hands 
I commend My spirit: and having said thus 
He gave up the ghost.’”’ This is the last of 
His seven ws on the cross, For the 
others in tl order of utterance see 
Verses U4, ; John xix, 25-87; Matt. 
xxvii, 46; Johu xix, 28, 80, ‘Thoy tell of 
t\ yen Paradise, provision for our 
need while here and the infinite cost at 
which all has been purchased, This last 
confirms the fact of life apart from the 
body or conscious existence after death, 
Compare Stephen's “Lord Jesus receive 
my spirit’’ (Acts vil, 59), and by the word 
of God bes so fully persuade lof these 
things that you can almost yourself 
apart from your body euloving t we riches 
of God's plors 

47. “Now when the centurion saw 
was done, he ylorified God, saying, Cer 
tainly this was a righteous man.” Yet 
nnother testimony to the innocence of the 
Lord Jesus Christ in addition to those 
mentioned under verse 41, We hope the 
centurion truly believed on Ilim, but we 
are not told. If he should turn out to be 
the Cornelius of Acts x that would ex 
plain how Cornelius came to be so devout, 
But we must wait, For the record of tha 
earthquake, and the opened graves, and 
the incidents of His burial by Joseph and 
Nicodemus, as well as the piercing of His 
side, see Mutt, xxvii, $1, 52; John xix, 4-42, 
and the remiining verses of this chapter, 
liow often we have read the story,but how 
little we unde and or appreciate it! God

SLEEPING ON FEATHER BEDS, 


(t Is Nice and Easy, but Tt Makes One 
Iazy and Is Not Conducive to Ha@alth, 


“Do you sleep on feathers?” asked a 
reporter of a professor of the Ohio 
Medical college. 

I did when I 
the solemn M,. D., 
it since,” 

“Why not?” 

“Well, I do not think it is conducive 
to health to do so, You there are 
apt to be so many buinps and depres 
sions in the surface of a feather tick, 
and that alone is enough to condemn 
it. Through the day the body is in so 
many positions and the joints are 
bended so often that at night one's 
limbs should be perfectly straight, so 
is to give the blood a chance to circu. 
ate freely. The body cannot lie per 
fectly straight on a feather bed, and, 

vesides, the soft, downy couch ener: 
vates one and tends to make one yawn, 
stretch and lie with doybled up limbs, 

“Thus he gets too warm, and soon a 
soveriet is thrown back and very like 
iy a cold results, Then the head sinks 
into the feather pillow, and often the 
side buried thus will perspire. ‘This is 
uncomfortable, and the sleeper turns 
over, ‘The inoist skin is exposed to the 
night air and a cold results. ‘Then it 
is so hard to wake up when sleeping on 

eathers. It makes one lazy. Sleep 
seems to be the chief end of existence, 
ind when one is forced to leave the 
ved by the cares of the day he leaves 
t witha yawn, He yawns and stretches 
himself for hours afterward, and the 
annui follows himall day, and when at 
»vening he retires to his chamber filled 
with the determination to study or 
sead, the sight of the billowy bed 
tempts him to stretel upon it at full 
length for a moment, and before he 
knows it he is too drowsy for anything 
but sleep. 

“A person does not need as much 
sleep as people who use feather beds 
generally take, and the same persons 
when they lie on a spring mattress or 
a straw tick fora few weeks tre sur- 
prised at their own freshness and vigor, 
The Germans use feathers almost uni- 
versally, and they claim to be a hardy 
race, but any one with ordinary ob- 
servant powers can sce that Germans 
age much earlier in life than other peo- 
ple.” 

“Yes,” said a Walnut street mattress 
maker, when the reporter informed 
him of the doctor's opinion, ‘and we 
sell very few feathers to any but Ger- 
mans. I agree with the doctor in 
every particular, and, speaking of beds, 
you Would be surprised to see what I 
do every day in the houses of wealthy 
people. They may have magnificent 
residences, fitted up with sumptuous 
furniture and costly bedsteads, but 
the beds are shocking as a rule, 
These are made of topsy turvey mat- 
tresses; they are not level, and prob- 
ably they smell badly. The proper 
way to have a bed is with a padded 
spring mattress for a foundation, and a 
sheet over this is all that need be 
under the body, then coverlids to suit 
the occupant and weather, 

“Of all the people, and I have cus- 
tomers among all classes, the Hebrews 
have the most comfortable beds. I 
advertise extensively ina Jewish paper, 
because T know they of all people likea 
good bed. And really this careful at- 
tention to the beds is a great gain, for 
with how much more vigor could amin 
go forth to his daily work if he has 
enjoyed a good night's rest.”’—Cincin-

The Band Saw, 

English mechanies are said to depend 
much upon a tool which is bat little 
used in a band saw 
for metals Its constrnetion, de 
scribed, similar to that of a heavy 
band saw, with a third carrying whee 
for the saw, the object of this being to 
remove the up moving: side of the blade 
from the vicinity of the table, and thus 
leave a deep throat through which a 
large piece of work can be passed or a 
wide plate turned, This third wheel ia 
placed at the back of the machine, 
about midway in the vertionl height of 
the saw blade, The temper of the saw 
is slightly harder than that of those 
used for wood, and the teeth are sharp 
ened straight across the blade by a cut 
ter with its teeth at the right height to 
suit the teeth of the saw blade. 

This tool for cutting off the 
spines from steel castings, the ends of 
bolts, to suw up steel, iron and copper 
plates to any form, and to rough out 
the jaw sof cecentrie rods and other 
forgings which would require the 
of slotting machines, and it cuts as well 
on « circle upon straight line, 
The blade is lubricated with soap and 
water, and in a cut six gaches long 
through a steel connecting’ rod jaw it 
works freely snd satisfactorily, Not in 
frequently circular saws of large dimen 
sions are used for the same purpose, 
and, being mounted on heavy frames 
and fed carefully up to their work, cut 
off large pieces of steel, leaving nearly 
a smooth surface the face of the 
cut. —New Orleans Picayune,

With 
sad and heavy hearts they come to add ope 
more kindness to the many whieh they 
have already bestowed on im whom they 
loved so weil, Tle will nodoubt give them 
full credit: for all their loving kindness, 
but if they had only believed Him they 
would have been spared this labor and ex- 
pense.

Alinost like yachts they look com. 
pared with some of their huge neigh- 
bors, for some of Great Britain’s strong 
est and most terrible sea monsters are 
gathered in the harbor, lying on the 
waters as if in sluinber, quiet and tran

Tt Smoothes Out the Ripples so the Wind 
Can't Get a Grip on the Water, 

The action of oil in calming the sea is 
now so generally recognized that the 
pew rules as to life saving appliances 
require that every boat of sea going 
vessels and all life boats shall carry 
“one gallon of oil and a vessel of ap- 
proved pattern for distributing it on 
the water in rough weather,” The po- 
tency of oil in smoothing waves was 
recently explained by Lord Rayleigh 
before the Royal institution in a lucid 
lecture, 

The well known scientist's experi- 
ments demonstrate that foam or froth 
is caused by impurities in liquids. Thus, 
on shaking up a bottle containing pure 
water, we get no appreciable foam, but 
taking a mixture of water with 5 per 
cent, of aleohol there is a much greater 
tendency to foam, Canphor, glue and 
gelatine, dissolved in water, greatly in- 
crease its foaming qualities, and soup 
still more, 

Lord Rayleigh finds that sea water 
foams, not on account of its saline mat- 
ter, but in consequence of the pres- 
ence of something extracted by wave 
action from seaweeds, By simply put- 
ting his finger into water which was 
moving vigorously under the intluence 
ofa few camphor serapings the con- 
tamination of the water by the infini- 
tesimal amount of grease sufficed to 
form an invisible film over it and to 
neutralize the foaming action produced 
by the dissolved camphor, 

The effect of oil on waves, 
eral physicists have proved, is not to 
subdue the huge swell, but to smooth 
and tone down its ripples, each of 
which gives the wind a point dappul, 
thus inereasing the foree of the break 
ing waves, ‘The film of oil,” says 
Lord Rayleigh, ‘may be compared to 
an inextensible membrane floating on 
the surface of the water and hamper- 
ing its motion.” 

As long as the advancing tumultuous 
water is pure there is nothing to 
its periodic contractions and 
extensions, but when its surface is cov- 
ered with the oily membrane the most 
dangerous contractions and extensions 
are impossible, 
The scientific demonstration of the 

quelling virtue of oil is worthy of 
It is fortunate for 
them that Lord Rayleigh has accoin- 
plished this at a time when ocean 
storms, and especially tropical hurri- 
canes, are likely to tax the seaman’s 
art to the utmost in saving his eraft 
from. destruction,—London Nautical

Cincinnath School House Expenses, 

The teachers’ salaries alone for tne 
school year ending Aug. 31, 1889, were 
$613,697. Janitors, of which there are 
sixty, cost the city about $30,000, or 

each. The amount spent in re- 
pairs for the different school houses 
$21,946. The cost of new build- 
ings was $219,274, the Warner street 
house alone costing $71,288 without 
the lot. The lot cost $15,800. New 
furniture to the amount of $8,625 was 
bought, but this dees not include the 
Warner street supplies. 

For fuel 822,653 went a-glimmering, 
It required about 5,000 tons of coal 
and several thousand dollars worth of 
kindling. ‘Two thousand six hundred 
and seventy-three dollars was paid out 
for rent to accommodate of the 
“colonies,” Heating fixtures were put 
in costing the city $10,291, The schools 
are all provided with gas, and often in 
dark days it is necessary to burn it the 
whole of the sehool hours.

The speaker was Friend Joseph Har- 
ris, and he held at arms length a small 
picture in water colors, the features of 
which were hardly discernible in the 
gloom of the winter morning. Friend 
Joseph hud been at the barn, as was 
his custom fo fodder the cattle and feed 
the horses before breakfast, and had 
discovered this humble bit of art in the 
granary. He did not have to be told 
that it was his son Richards’ work, 
whose inclination to such ungodly pur- 
suits had been the distress of his par- 
ents’ lives.

But both lines are becoming more 
and more appreciated by the public and 
the day is only n little way off in the 
future when both will pay handsome 
dividends to their owners.

} the market does not show this difference to 
day. In facet, an instance has just come to 
the ears of the Review where a dealer had 
made a aale of B's and 2's, but owing to 
extreme storage of these yrides, he wae 
lunable to consummate the deal Te is 
reported to have finally filled the order 
with No. 1 buff hides, the price obtained 
being sufficient to enable him to do so with- 
out actual loss, at least. Vhia showa the 
call for cheap hides and cheap leather, In 
fact No, 2 and No. 3 leather ia always in 
better demand in the Boston market than 
No. 1. This is owing largely to the selec. 
tion, A very slight blemish, a little serateh 
or mark, astain either upon the grain or 
flush side, throws the leather into a lower 
grade, A manufacturer can often cut a No, 
2 or B aide of leather equally advantageous 
ton side free of every blemish, ninking it 
perfect and classed as No. 1. Consequently 
the cent or more a foot saved is in large 
orders an important item, ‘The above inci- 
dent illustrates some of the vagaries of the 
hide and leather trade as existing to-day.

Meaning of the Word “Cigar.”

balm crickets, Henee ‘“eigarro,” a 
sinall roll; “‘cigarron,” a large roll, and 
ultimately “cigar,” linked even in name 
with the most soothing, dreamy sound 
in nature. 

The first cigars made by the Span- 
iards were of tobacco loosely rolled and 
held together by the silken lining of 
corn shueks, and always with a straw 
running through the center, to be with 
drawn before smoking, so as to secure 
n good draught, ‘These were first in- 
troduced into) Mngland in 1787 by 
the son of a Spanish grandee visiting 
London, and from there spread all 
through Kurope, This is the history 
of the birth of the cigar into civiliza- 
tion, but we must look considerably 
further back to find the first records, 
and then can find no origin, but only 
data of its being in existence.—New 
York Telegram, 


Producing Fucl with Water. 

A coal washing plant has been erect- 
ed at a colliery in Yorkshire, England. 
The plant has a capacity of 400 tons 
per day, but has dealt with 500 tons by 
the wet process. The system adopted 
is carefully sizing the smudge and auto- 
matically washing and rewashing after 
crushing the various sizes. The plant 
is driven by a 100 horse power steam 
engine, and the water used in the proe- 


| ess Of washing is circulated by means 


of a powerful centrifugal pump which, 
when in full work, cireulates nearly 
five tons of water per minute. ‘The ob- 
ject in erecting this plant was to pro-

1 
have seen quite large beys and _ girls 
naked in Havana, Cuba, and in south- 
ern California, or rather on the Cali- 
fornian peninsula, — Sheffield 'Tele- 
graph.

J. W. Wright, of Wheat Sheaf, has 
also experimented with redskin help, 
and he is very enthusiastic about the 
plan. 

“Why, those boys from Carlisle are 
splendid,” said Mr, Wright. ‘We take 
them foraterm of months or for a year, 
just as we care to arrange, only if we 
get them by the year they must be sent 
to school during the winter, The Car- 
lisle people make no definite arranye- 
ments about pay; we give the boys from 
$4 to $12 a month and their board, 
They work hard and seem to take the 
greatest delight in doing a job neatly. 

“Then they don’t waste time; there's 
no white boy ‘slouch’ to’em. Give an 
Indian work and he'll bend down over 
it and stick there until it’s finished. 
They almost invariab}y tell the truth, 
and the boys I have had never misbe- 
haved, Then they are doubly valuable 
as farm hands, because nearly all the 
lads are masters of one or more trades, 
such as carpentering, blacksmithing or 
harness making. We farmers up here 
would rather have to work for us one 
Carlisle boy than two white boys, such 
as grow up right here in the county.” 

In Mr. Wright’s mind the only de- 
plorable hereditary trait that is possess- 
ed by the young braves is their love 
for finery, They cannot get wampum, 
beads, eagles, feathers and red ochre, 
and they do not went these adjuncts to 
happiness, But their spare cash goes 
for nice clothing, new hats and becom- 
ing neckwear.—Philadelphia Press.

The Mel Spolitan NoWerage District. 


In the territory embraced in the 
North Metropolitan Sewerage District, 
the name applied to the Mystic Valley 
section, the cities to be benefitted 
Boston, Cambridge, Somerville, Mal- 
den, Chelsea, Woburn and the towns 
of Stoneham, Melrose, Winchester, 
Arlington, Belmont, Medford, Everett 
and Winthrop, 

The most distant pointis 17 1-2 miles 
from the Deer Island outlet, near the 
line between Stoneham and Woburn. 
Here the sewer will be about 48 feet 
above low tide aud the diameter 1 foot 
Sinches. It is not intended that the 
sewers shall all cases be cireular, 
but they are intended to be of a 
pacity equivalent to circular sewers of 
of the diameter given. 

The sewer extends down the valley 
through East Woburn and Wincheste 
Highlands to the Mystic Valley sewer 
built by the city of Boston. Here it 
receives two 15-inch branches 
Woburn, and continues along Abbajona 
river in Winchester—by the sewer al- 
ready built and by new work in Med- 
ford—to West Medford, where its grade 
is eight feet above low tide, and diaime- 
ter is three feet two inches. Here it 
receives sewage from the Alewife brook | 
branch and continues through Medford | 
Centre and Wellington to Malden river, 
with diameters increasing from four 
feet four inches to fve feet, and the} 
bottom of the sewer reaches the level | 
of low tide, | 

Passing under Malden River by two 
iron pipes 30 inches in diameter, which } 
are depressed Wbout 6 feet below the 
general line of the sewer, it continues | 
five feet in diameter through Everett) 
to the Saugus Branch railroad. Here 
it is met by the branch from the eastern 
part of Stoneham, through Melrose and 
Malden, bringing the 
towns, and having diameters increasing 
from 10 inches to 3 feet four inches. 

At Deer Island pumping station all 
of the sewaye is to be pumped a height 
varying with the height of the tide— 
from 10 feet to 14 feet.

Ferdinando Gorges and Edyard 
Johnson, 

On P. 839 of Lewis & Co.’s J/tst. of 
Middx. Co, the writer said: ‘*Edward 
Jolinson was probably the best known 
citizen of the town in his time in the Com- 
monwealth. His fame extended even in 
his lifetime to England, where an English 
Squire printed in London his unique and 
valuable ‘History of New England’ as his 
own production. For many years the fraud 
upon ihe tavor and brains of our worthy 
town father passed unrecognized; but 
posterity now recognizes its true source, 
and his name and fame are assured as the 
author of that early New England history.” 

A recent discovery shows that this state- 
ment is an unjust aspersion upon the 
character and memory of Ferdinando 
Gorges, and the following is published as 
an explanation of the trye cayse of the 
difficulty ; 

Mr. James Phinney Baxter in the preface 
to vol. ii. of his ‘Sir Ferdinando Gorges 
and His Province of Maine” (Boston, 1890) 
calls attention to the position assumed by 
him in the discussion of the subject of 
fdward Johnson's work, and says on p, 
175 of that volume, that so much has been | 
written concerning the literary work of the 
grandson of Sir Ferdinando Gorges, thut it 
is thought best..... to fully examine the 
Gorges Tracts, so called, consisting of four 
distinct works, usually bound together, and 
of which the third is the work of Edward 
Jolinson, which was published anonymously 
five years before the other three works, 
which are genuine works ot the elder and 
younger Gorges.” ‘This third tract,” he 
says, ‘the ‘Wonder Working Providence’ 
of Johnson, hus in place of its original 
tillepage a spurious one, bearing upon it 
the name of the elder Gorges; which has 
caused several writers [0 bring against the 
younger Gorges the graye charge of fraud.” 
Mr. Buaxter proceeds to examine the 
question in some detail, which it is not 
necessary to repent, and affirms that the 
“Wonder Working Providence,” a work of 
two hundred and thirty-six pages, wag 
written by Mdward Johnson. ‘Phe fraud,” | 
continues Mr. Baxter, ‘if such was really 
intended by the publisher... . . lies simply 
in prefacing the ‘Wonder-working Provi- 
dence’ of an anonymous author, now known 
to have been Kdward Johnson, with a 
preface bearing the name of Sir Ferdjnando 
Gorges and the titlepage of ‘America Painted 
to the Life.” Mr. Baxter then proceeds to 
defend the younger Gorges from the accu- 
sation of deception, und lays the blame on 
the publisher. A number of copies of this 
work having been left on his hands unsold, 
he conceived the idea of binding them with 
the works of the wo {gorges which were 
pen the same subject, and whigh, it is} 
probable, had liad a sujall sale, and thus 
create a new demand for them. ‘The 
original Gorges tracts, three in number, 
were first issued by themselves, and the 
publisher afterwards added to them the 
**Wonder-working Providence:” But, 
fortunately for the posthumous fame of 
Ferdinando Gorges, he discovered the 
fraud,” says Baxter, ‘‘and promptly de- 
nounced itin a public manner. ‘This act of 
Gorges, however, it is but fair to suy, was 
unknown to the critics, since his denuncia- 
tion of ‘the fraud was hidden away jn an ‘old

Before sailing he invested 8200 in two 
cabs, two cabmen and a superintend 
ent, whom he left in charge of his liv 
ory business in Aden, 

He created a panic the first day he 
appeared in Unter den Linden, and the 
police had to be summoned to prevent 
the crowd from stealing from him a 
battered brass  teakettle that he 
clutehed tightly with his right hand, 
Every effort was made to dissuade him 
from disturbing the public peace by 
swinging this kettle wherever he went, 
but in vain. 

He refused to explain his affection 
for this rather curious adjunct of his 
street costume, and not until Dr. 
Peters, the explorer, came to Berlin 
was any satisfactory reason for his be- 
havior obtainable.

Therapeutics of Asthma, 

Ina lecture on the therapeutics of 
asthma Professor Dieulafoy gives the 
points of his method, which consists at 
the beginning of the attack in paint. 
ing the inside of the nostrils as high up 
as possible with a eamel hair brush 
dipped in a solution of hydrochlorate 
of vocaine—1 in 20—or, if preferred, 
the solution may be sprayed into the 
nose and throat for four or five mnin- 
utes at a time with a tablespoonful of 
the above solution; if this does not 
suceeed the patient is to inhale from 
6 to 12 drops of pyridine sprinkled on 
a handkerchief. The cocaine and the 
pyridine may be employed simultane: 
ously. 

When the attack is at its acme the 
following solution may be injected hy- 
podermically: Ten centigrams hydro- 
chlorate of morphia and 10 grams dis- 
tilled water, of which half a syringeful 
is to be injected; repeated in a quarter 
of an hour if necessary, ‘The remedy 
par excellence for asthma, says Profes- 
Dieulafoy, is the iodide of potas: 
sium, given in doses of from 20 to 30 
grains daily, but beginning with 6 
grains only, to be gradually increased. 
To combat the diathesis the patient 
should take from 15 to 80 grains iodide 
of potassium daily for 15 days, then re- 
place the iodide by pills composed of 
powdered belladonna leaves and the 
extract of belladonna, of each 4 grains, 
made into 20 pills, the patient at the 
same time to take daily after the princi- 
pal meal a teaspoonful of a solution of 
1 grain arseniate soda and 2 1-2 fluid 
ounces distilled water.-—Paris Letter,

OUR HIGHWAYS. 

The following interesting paper was 
read by Mr. Winthrop Hammond at 
the November meeting of the Woburn 
Young Mens Association and is pub- 
lished in the JouRNAL at the request 
of President Clough of the Association. 

Speaking upon the subject of **High- 
ways” at the last meeting of the Young 
Men’s Association, Mr. Winthrop 
Hammond said that whatever criticism 
he might make upon those in this city, 
it was not with a spirit of fault finding ; 
but with the feeling that the city cau | 
be greatly improved when all are awake 
to the deficiencies in comparison with 
other places of equal age, size and ad- 
vantages, for I believe we are certainly 
behind the times in highway construc- 
tion and adornment. 

Is there uny one thing that makes a 
city as attractive as 


FIRST CLASS HIGHWAYS 


with plenty of shade trees? 

Let us realize at the start that for a 
few years we must bear with our city 
fathers for they have but about $125,- 
000 to appropriate yearly to all our 
various departments, including State 
and County taxes, and of this about 
$15,000 hus been for the past few years, 
devoted to our highways. 

It is certainly unfortunate that we 
are quite so pinched financially, for it 
must be plain to every observer that 
this 


YEARLY TEMPORARY PATOHING UP 
does not give us satisfactory rods, 

We may nearly hold our own but 
there is no perceptible advancement. 

Perhaps a comparison of the amount 
of money appropriated by other cities 
for highways may be of interest at this 
point. 

I find by reference to our Mayor's 
last inaugural address the following 
stutistics as to the average expenditure 
per mile upon the highways in various 
cities ; 


Newton, $7 50 
Brockton, 4 60 
Somerville, 9 38 
Cambridge, 18 08 
Chelsea, 11 00 
Lawrence, 6 12 
Fall River, 8 26 
Boston, 20 12 
Woburn, 2 46 


We must bear in mind that this $2.45 
per mile, or a total of $15,000, not 
ouly pays for labor, but also the keep- 
ing of horses, care of stone-crusher, 
purchase of curbing stone and tools, 
building of bridges, ete. 

Whether other places include these 
items in their reports, Ido not know, 
but it is probable that they do. 

Now let us glance at 


OUR FINANCIAL CONDITION, 


Are our city fathers doing all that 
can be done under existing conditions? 

Right here let me say that I believe 
the position of the Supt. of Streets, 
especially when as limited for funds as 
ut present, must be the most undesira- 
ble office within the gift of our govern- 
ment. He is in one sense under the 
control of the aldermen, and still has 
to stand the criticisms continually 
heaped upon that department. 

We have a total valuation of $8,918,- 
306. Now under the acts of 1885 
cities cannot assess over $12, on a 
thousand valuation *texclusive of State 
and County tax, and sums required by 
law to be raised on account of the city 
debt.” 

Atthis limit they éan raise but $104,- 
000 for schools ; $10,000 for fire de- 
partment; $10,000 for Almshouse, 
support of insane aod outside relief; 
$6,000 for Police ; $7,000 for salaries ; 
$5,000 Street Lights, and $10,000 for 
various necessary items such as Libra- 
ry, printing, ete. One does not have 
to figure long to find that unless we

or other departments, all we have left 
for Highways is $15,000. 

After 1892 we shall be able to breath 
easier, so to spenk, owing to the retire- 
ment of certain bonds, and after 189) 
our finances will be in still better shape. 

As this financial subject is capable of 
a separate consideration, [ will continue 
it no further at this time. 

It seems to me that there is but one 
conclusion to reach; 7.e.: to wait pa- 
tiently and make our $15,000 per year 
gous far as possible for the next two 
years, but at the end of that time let 
us insist on having

aud begin on a system that will result 
in eventually giving us roads second to 
none in Massachusetts. 

For two years later we shall also 
probably be through with the upsetting 
of our streets necessary {fo construct 
the proposed Metropolitan Sewer. 

Meanwhile let us consider how we 
can improve our highways as far as 
our finances will admit. 


MY PERONAL IDEA 


of this matter is that our roads are 
used too mueh as an auxiliary to our 
Outside Relief Department. 

I have the greatest sympathy for old, 
broken down men, and if they are in 
need of assistance, by all means let our 
city help them, but not by making our 
highway department a part of our 
charity. 

I firmly believe that the streets would 
be 


BETTER AT THE END OF A YEAR 


if the highways had even $1000 less, 
and the outside relief that amount more, 
but have the highway department run 
on sound business principles. 

If you pay $2 per day see that you 
get 82 worth of labor performed. 

As $10,000 of our appropriation is 
expended for labor I should like to see 
what a business policy of this sort, 
followed for one year, would accom- 
plish. 

In some places a method is adopted 
for the setting out of shade trees by 
yearly appropriating for that purpose 
au small amount of money, say $200 or 
$300. Upon application the city sets 
trees with protectors for $1.50 each, 
the actual cost to the city being from 
$2 to $2.50 each. In case a tree dies 
the city replaces it free of expense to 
the abutter. Why is not this a good 
iden for Woburn to adopt?

He is 
the same Jesus as He has proved by walk- 
ing, talking, eating with them, allowing 
them to handle Him; but while all this 
is grandly true, yet He has ceased to be 
long to the carth in its present state (I 
mean only as to abiding upon it), for the 
immortal ana incorruptible does not yet 
dwell on earth, 

“That all things must be fulfilled, which 
were written in the law of Moses, and in 
the prophets, and in the psalms coneerning 
Me.” Hereis the only key to all Seripture, 
Jesus Himself. Moses wrote of Him, and 
to Him gave all the prophets witriess, 
while David also inthe psalms spake con- 
cerning Him Glohn vy, 46; Aets x, 48; ii, 31). 

45. Then opened He their understand 
ing, that they might understand the Serip- 
tures.”’ As Heis the key to all Seripture, 
Ie also by Ilis Spirit is the only 
Teacher, Who teacheth like Him? The 
inspiration of the Almighty giveth under- 
standing (Job xxxvi, xxxii, 8). The 
natural man receiveth not the things of 
the Spirit of God, for they are foolishness 
unto him; neither ean he know them, be-

47, “And that repentance, and remission 
of sins, should be preached in His name 
among all nations, beginning at Jerusa- 
lem.” This the apostles faithfully preached, 
“Him hath God exalted with His right 
hand to bea Prince and a Saviour, for to 
give repentance todsrael and forgiveness of 
sins” (Aéts vy, 81). Thus preached Peter to 
Jews only, bx he received the vision 
which sent him to Gentiles also, “Through 
this man is preached unto you the forgive- 
ness of sins, and by Him all that believe 
are justified from all things’? (Acts xiii, 
88, 89). Thus preached Paul to both Jews 
and Gentiles at Antioch in Pisidia, 

48, “And ye are witnesses of these 
things.’”’ Or, as it is written in Acts i, 8: 
“Yeshall be witnesses unto Me, both in 
Jerusalem and in all Judea, and in 
Samaria, and unto the uttermost part of 
the earth.’ Unto Israel God had said, 
“Yo nre my witnesses, saith the Lord, 
that Tam God” (isa, xliii, 10, 12). It is 
considered an honorable and very desirable 
position to be a representative of a country

It is just as im- 
possible for the new man to be a faithful 
Witness unto Christ except by the power of 
the Holy Spirit; and here is where all the 
failure in Christian life and service comes 
in,

The true reason of their joy 
is found in the message of the angels who 
stood by them after He ascended, and said, 
“This same Jesus Which is taken up from 
you into Heaven shall so come in like man- 
ner as ye have seen Him go into Heaven”

ing the rightful heirsin Wngland, Scot- 
land, Wales and Ireland continue to 
scattered broadeast through this 
country, and there is an agency in this 
city employing men to promote just 
such schemes, 

There is something alluring in this 
little paragraph: ‘Thousands of heirs 
have never seen these advertisements, 
If your ancestors on your father’s or 
mother's side came from any of the 
above named countries do not fail to 
send the ancestral name and ascertain 
if you are an heir, Your deceased an 
cestors’ rights are yours by British law. 
We have information of every estate 
and deceased person whose heirs have 
been advertised for in 125 years, Send 
postal note for twenty-five cents to in- 
sure information, If you are an heir 
we will recover the estate for you. No 
recovery, no fee,” 

It must have been this circular 
which caused Miss C. H. Clopton, of 
Columbia, ‘Tenn., toaddress the agency 
in this city for information concerning 
au supposed Drake estate in England, 
to which she believed she was an heir, 
In reply she was told that Mrs, 8. M. 
Redtleld, of Mdwards, Miss., and Mrs, 
L. V. Donelson, of Lexington, Homes 
county, Miss., had filed claims to the 
estate, and then the ingeniously worded 
lotter suggested to her that she might 
be perinitted to enter the lists with the 
others’ consent, Continuing, it said: 
“Our terms are the same to each, 
namely, 1 per cent. of the amount 
gained, If we gain nothing we get 
nothing, And if we have to assume 
the costs, $10 of our fee in advance as 
a small guarantee of good faith.” 

The meat of the nut is in the last 
sentence, ‘Tlie circular distinetly states; 
“No recovery, no fee.” 

Miss Clopton replied to this letter in 
effect that her Uncle Elijah knew noth- 
ing about Mrs. Redfield or Mrs. Donel- 
son. In a letter of the date of Oct. 20 
she received this brief communication: 
“In replying to your favor of Oct. 14 
we beg to say that Mrs. Redfleld has 
accepted our terms, and suit is now 
pending in her behalf.”

retary of the United States legation in 
London, bearing the date of April 1%, 
1887, and addressed to a person inquir- 
ing about the Sands estate, may be of 
benefit: “I bes to inform you 
that there is no such ‘estate’ as the one 
you mention, Vast numbers of people 
in our country are deceived and de 
frauded by designing persons, who rep- 
resent that great ostates are awaiting 
American claimants here, whereas there

Railways’ Consumption of Timber, 

The round total of timber ties in use 
on railroads in the United States is 
nearly 516,000,000, and 80,000,000 are 
annually required for renewals, — In- 
cluding bridge and trestle work the an- 
nual consumption of timber on railways 
is computed at 500,000,000 cubie feet, 
requiring the cutting of the best timber 
from over 1,000,000 aeres of forest land 
per annum, To meet this demand, 
under our present wasteful manage- 
ment of timber land, the area to be 
preserved for this purpose would prob- 
ably exceed 50,000,000 acres, or more 
than 10-per cent. of our present forest 
area, 

As railway managers prefer “hewn” 
ties, and ‘tone to be cut from small 
trees,” the timber consumed by ruail- 
roads, or 20 per cent. of the total eon- 
sumption, is taken from the young 
growth. Then 60 per cent. of! all ties 
are oak, the most valuable of all our 
timber. Reliable investigation shows 
that in the Kentucky forests, when 40 
per cent, of the natural growth is white 
oak, the new growth of oak is only 5 
per cent. after the land has once been 
cut over for ties. —Philadelphia Press. 


Bill of Fare at Andersonville, 

The ration for the earlier months 
consisted of about four ounces of meat 
and a section of corn bread four inches 
square by three inches thick. ‘The 
bread, of unbolted meal, was baked 
yery hard to the depth of one-half 
inch, while the center was raw. ‘The 
bread would often be as full of flies 
asa plum pudding is of fruit. Asa 
large portion of our number drew ra 
tions after dark the ingredients were 
not wasted. During the later months 
yams, rice or peas were issued in lieu 
of meat, and meal of grits instead of 
bread. We had no vessels to receive 
these, and the steaming rice was shov- 
eled from the wagon box into blankets; 
oraiman would take off his trousers, 
knot one of the legs and thus receive 
the portion for his mess. The same 
method was used in the distribution of 
the yams and peas, except sometimes 
the receptacle was a piece of under- 
clothing. —Century. 

Usefulness of India Rubber, 

Rubber enters largely into the man- 
ufacture of artificial flowers, consider- 
able quantities of which are made in 
this country, and artificial limbs owe 
much of their flexibility and adapta- 
bility to this material. It is the only 
substance that imitates the ankle ac- 
tion of the human foot, aud rubber 
hands are made so perfectly that many 
cripples are able to write by their use, 
The manufacture of smokeless powder 
has hitherto had most injurious effeets 
on the health of those employed in it; 
but now the inen have been provided 
with rubber masks, which protect them 
from the fumes thrown off by the 
chemicals entering into the composi- 
tion of the powder, One of the most 
admirable uses to which rubber has 
been put is for horseshoes; it is not 
only light and durable, but it marked 
ly improves the hoaf.—New York Com- 
mercial Advertiser, 


Reading During Meals. 

To read during meals is commonly 
reckoned as physiologically erroneous— 
we won't say as absolutely injurious, 
The theory is that, as the stomach and 
other organs require and exert nervous 
power during digestion, it is better to 
allow nothing to interfere with their 
work, We do not say this can be borne 
out, but the feeling of satisfaction that 
follows a meal, and which is often ae 
companied in good ‘health by drowsi- 
ness, probably indicates that a certain 
amount of nervous exhaustion occurs 
during digestion. ‘lhe pleasant chat of 
a dinner party is probably of value 
physiologically as supplying a slight 
mental stimulus, without making too 
severe demands on brain and nerves, 
If any evidence exists at all on the sub 
ject, we think it tends to discourage 
reading at meals,——Ierald of Health,

Will be Plenty of Snow. 


Weather Prophet Beebe, who lives 
on a high mountain top on the line be- 
tween Lee and Great Barrington, in 
Berkshire County, Muss., was asked 
what would be the weather in New 
Sugland this winter. 

He said that he had received many 
letters asking this very same question, 
The president of the Knickerbocker Ice 
Company had written bim, the presi- 
dent of the Naugatuck Company had 
written to him, and he has received 
several letters from Boston earnestly 
inquiring if there is going to be the 
scarcity of ice this winter that there 
was lust. 

Mr. Beebe says that this will be a 
cold and severe winter. Ice will be 
abundant. Snow in New Eugland will 
be deep, coming on about the first of 
January and Jasting until late in the 
spring. Berkshire will have something 
like 90 days of sleighing. 

There will be more snow in Boston 
than usual, and the New England coast 
will see snow two feet deep before the 
first of February. 

The winds will blow at such a high 
rate that the winter will be more severe 
than the ove when the forefathers landed 
on Plymouth rock. 

The mercury will often be below 
zero, and there will be no scarcity of 
ice anywhere in the Eastern States. 

Shipping on the Atlantic coast will 
be greatly imperilled. Steamers that 
come in frome Europe will be especially 
endangered as they approach the At- 
Juntic coast. ‘The waves on the Atlan- 
tic will run higher than they have ia 
more than a decade. 

The Hudson river will be frozen over 
earlier than usual, ice will be thick on 
the Connecticut, and lakes and rivers 
in the eastern part of Massachusetts 
will be frozen hard allthe winter. Mr, 
Beebe has struck it right so many times 
that people in his part of the world 
[ Western Massachusetts] have much 
confidence in his predictions. —Ex.

THE ANTWERP AIIMLESS PAINTER. 


Sketeh of the Life of a Renowned Artiit 
Who Works with Hila Toes. 


The most celebrated and the most 
aceurate of painters of pictures from 
the Royal Museum and galleries of Ant- 
werp is M. Charles Francois Pelu, He 
was born at Waertmaerde, mm Manders, 
in 1880, His father oecupied a supe 
rior position in the bureau of finance; 
his mother is deseribed as a woman of 
unusual intelligence, courage and de- 
Charles was her third son, 
suffering was intense at the 
that he was born entirely 
without arms, Apart from the singu 
lar of these limbs he was a 
well developed boy, and grew intoa 
handsome, bright and intelligent lad, 
with a keen artistic sense and appre 
viation of color and beauty of form. 

It was bis frantie attempts as a baby 
to reach and hold flowers that sug 
rested to his watchful and painstaking 
nother the use of his toes, She placed 
some daisies between the little pink 
toes of his right foot, and was delighted 
at his pleasure and at the facility with 
which he learned to hold, arrange and 
distribute them, 

Later his love of pictures suggested 
to her to put a pencil between his toes, 
and with this and scraps of paper he 
would amuse himself for hours, show- 
ing even at this early age his talent by 
drawing quaint objects which always 
liad some likeness to real ones, Tis 
brothers Adolph and 'Theodore aided 
their mother in the task to which she 
consecrated her life of developing the 
boy's artistic talent without the use of 
hands, His education was continued 
at Ostend, whither the family removed, 
and afterward at Bruges. 

Finally M. Felu, the father of M. 
Charles, fixed his residence at Antwerp, 
and from that time the destiny of his 
son Was fixed, and his talent developed 
rapidly under Leys and other artists of 
renown, In 1874 he visited London, 
and made studies in the Kensington 
museum and in the National gallery, 
He painted a charming portrait of 
Mine, Vietoria Lafontaine, of the Com 
edie Francaise, full of grace and intel 
ligenee. He also reeeived an order 
from the arehduke of Austria to paint 
a portrait of the celebrated Massala. 

His principal work, however, is the 
making of such close studies from the 
old inasters that it is difficult to dis- 
tinguish the original from the copy. 
Visitors to Antwerp have seen him en- 
gaged in this at the museum, and he is 
constantly occupied with orders. He is 
| always cheerful and interested in af- 
fairs, yet most conscientious and se- 
rious in his work, and uses his foot 
with such dexterity that he hardly 
seems to miss the absence of hands.

“T have plenty to read up here, and 
I can't say that 1 get lonesome at all, 
though I have no neighbors,” said Mrs, 
Charles Briak the other day in ler cot 
tave on the summit of Overlook mourt 
ain in the Catskills, Since the winter 
signal service station was abandoned on 
the top of Mount Washington Mr 
Brink and his little family live at 
higher altitude during the cold months 
than any one near the Atlantic sea 
board. Mr. Brink isin charge of the 
property of the company which owns 
the highest mountain house in the Cats 
kills, and during the severest winter 
weather, when gales are particularly 
lively round the summit of the fine old 
hill, he and his family are there alone 
in their snug little cottage, 3,200 feet 
above the level of the sea, 

About five years ago Mr. Brink's 
physician told him that if he continued 
living at West Hurley he would die of 
consumption, Ife was told he must 
make a change of climate, and so Brink 
made the ehange, Tustead, however, 
of going several hundred miles away, 
he changed climates in a perpendicular 
direction, and by making his home 
over 8,000 feet above the sea he found 
the dryness of atjuosphere that was es 
sential to his recovery. Now a more 
vigorous and hardy man could seareely 
be found in the state. Mountain air 
has done wonders for Mr. Brink 

Mountaineers get so used to running 
up and down hill that Mr. Brink's 
hired man thinks nothing of traveling 
nearly three miles every day far down 
the mountain side for the little mille the 
family consumes, and though no one 
else lives on top of the mountain the 
Brink family are not deprived of social 
pleasures during the winter, for now 
and then sleigh loads of people climb 
the steep ascent from Woodstock and 
have a jolly party and lots of dancing 
on top of the mountain. 

The snow clad country below 
plainly in view on every clear morn 
ing from near Albany to the High 
lands on the Hudson. Parts of rey 
eral states are seen, and the view Is 
as fine in the clear air of winter when 
everything is snow clad as during the 
season of verdure. Mr. Brink gener- 
ally makes one or two trips a week 
down the mountain to the postofiice 
and stores at Woodstock.
